President White was the only absentee, 
and Vice Preshlent KnowUon wielded the 
gavel in his absence. There were few 
spectators, and most of those found attrac- 
tion elsewhere, before the session was half 
through. 

PKTITIONS. 

G. H. Howker, In behalf of the Nonan- 
tum Club, asked for permission to place a 
pool table In the clubhouse, aud was re- 
ferred to the license committee. 

William Kent petitioned for a street light 
on Kempton place, and was referred to the 
street light committee, 

A petition for the laying out of Court 
street from Crafts was referreti to the high- 
way committee. 

The gas company was referreil to street 
light committee on Its petition for wire lo- 
cations in Newtonvllle square. 

Amanda W. Burr entered a protest 
against award of land damages in conse- 
quence of seizure of land in Auburn street. 
Referred to the highway committee. 

On motion of Alderman Bally the hear- 
ing on the subject of free transfer, w’as 
postponed from Monday evening until Dec. 
5tb, 

The telephone company asked for a re- 
location on Waverley avenue and Franklin 
street. The gas company requested rights 
for locations on Willard street. The tele- 
phone company asked that they be given 
the right to attach wires to the poles of the 
gas company on Woodward street, and also 
for right to locate poles on Willard street. 

Alderman Lowell presented a report of 
the committee'on ordinances in the form of 
a draft of an ordinance setting forth that 
alter Jan. 1st, unless otherwise ordered by 
the board, no city official shall bo allow'ed 
to draw two salaries. Also that every city 
official, during office liours, shall give his 
full time to the city. 

The report was received. 

THE HUDOET. 

As soon as this subject was brought up, 
Alderman Dana moved the previous ques- 
tion. This was lost on a yea and a nay 
vote. 

Alderman Lyman moved that the salary 
of the street commissioner be fixed at 
$3250. After some debate a vote was taken 
and the motion lost. 

Alderman Ilinit moved that $4500 be add- 
ed to the spenal appropriation for high- 
ways, to make provision for the repairing 
of River street. This was lost. 

Alderman Whittlesey wante<l the salary 
of the city physician to bo placed at $1475. 
His motion to the effect was lost. 

Alderman Bristou moved that the salary 
of the inspector of plumbing be placed at 
$1150. This motion was carried. 

Alderman Hunt moved that the appro- 
priation for the Washington street improve- 
ment be divided, so that an appropriation 
for River street could be provided for. 
This motion was lost. 

Alderman lladlock wished the .salary of 
the deputy street commissioner reduced 
from $1!K)0 to Si.'ioo. 

Alderman Lowell moved that as a mat- 
ter of compromise, the amount ;e $1700. 
'1 his was lost. 

Alderman Ifadlock’s original inoticm was 
put aud failed to pass. 

It was moved that the budget be adopted 
with all amendments. Before this motion 
was put Ahlerman Lyman moved that the 
salary of .street commissioner be placed at 
$25(Hi. There were some who were rmle 
enough to laugh. When the motion was 
put it was lost. On it there was no debate. 

A motion to adopt the budget was c^irried. 
Tiien .Mderman Dana moved a reconsider- 
ation of the budget, saying he Imped his 
motion would not prevail, Tiie chair ruled 
such a motion perfectly in order. 

Alderman Ivy with Alderman Daily a 
close second, tried to point out where the 
chair was in error. Tliere was almost an 
hour’s discussion between the select few 
thpt furnish the oratory, and w hile it w as 
very edif.\ ing, it failed to restrain occasion- 
al yawns lr<»m (>ther board members and 
spectators. By a vote on .Mderman Whit- 
tlesey's appeal from tlie chair it was shown 
that the ruling of the chair was clearly 
hUhtaine«l.

Newton may bi» .sai<l to have been ex- 
tremely fortunate when the great amount 
of damage cau.sed by the big storm of last 
Saturday aud Sunday in other parts of the 
country is considered. Of course the citi- 
zens sulTered lucouvenleuces, yet no loss of 
life or even serious injury was reported. 

Snow began to fall at 7.40 o’clock Satur- 
day evening and temporarily ceased to de- 
scend at 1.45 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 
During these IS hours it is estimated that 
10 inches fell. 

Ten inches of .snow is a respectable 
.showing during the serverest of the mouths 
of winter. Never before has the record 
been equaled in November, so far as the 
books of the weather bureau exhibit, and 
they have been carefully kept now for 
more than a score of years. 

But the velocity of the wind was the 
more remarkable. From 10 o’clock until 
12.;J0 o’clock Sunday it blew at the rate of 
GO miles an hour, and there were gusts that 
attained the speed of 70 miles an hour. 
Most men and women never in all their 
lives rode ns fast as that on n transconti- 
nental express train. 

Ordinarily the wind blows 50 miles an 
hour here in Newton but tw’o or three 
times in a twelvemonth. Extremely in- 
frequently CiO miles is noted, and the high- 
est velocity recorded at the station is a 7‘J- 
mile rate, covering a period of five minutes. 

When Newton residents retired Saturday 
evening they saw from their windows what 
promised to be a blizzard, equaling and 
perhaps exceeding that of last February. 
'Fhey were little surprised at the condition 
of the streets next morning, and compara- 
tively few ventured out. 

Some of the mure courageous came down 
town to get the morning paper.s. These 
papers did nut arrive until 11 o’clock, ami 
then no New York pauers were obtainable. 
Churches were opened, but in many cases 
pastors were not tliere fur morning service. 
Some wor.shippers braved the storm in tlie 
evening, when several services were held. 

There were some people who live in 
Newton, yet found it impossible to reflcli 
ttralr homes late .Saturday night. Among 
the incidents brought to the attention of 
the Gkaphic representative was that of a 
car on the Wellesley A Boston street rail- 
way,which was stalled near Aspen avenue, 
Auburndale. The occupants .spent the 
night there. In Newton three yo ng ladies 
came out from Boston bound for Waltham. 
They were sheltered by a hospitable Italian 
fruit merchant. Two young men bound 
from Needham to Newtonville spent the 
night with a stranger at Newton Highlands 
because the car could get no further. 

Most of the day Sunday there was a bad 
condition of things in the Boston A Albany 
depression. The occasional trains were 
the only communication with the outer 
world that most of Newton enjoyed. 'The 
Boston Elevated had cars on its Brighton 
line, which bravely made several trips. 

On the railroad the state of affairs was 
bad enough, 'riirough the deep cutting on 
the main line the space betw’een the lofty 
granite walls was drifted deep with snow, 
the banks in places reaching a hight of 
eight or nine feet on the expre.-^s tracks. 

The attention of Roadnia>ter Lentell was 
first turned to clearing the local tracks, and 
by 11 o’clock Sunday these were in condi- 
tion to make it possible to drug light trains 
along with extra force of engines. 

The first train out was the 8.25 main line 
accommodation for Riverside. This gut 
away a little after 10 and reached its desti- 
nation about two hours late. Tlie next 
away was one for the Circuit and Brook- 
line, due to leave ut 8.15. This followed 
the main line train by about lu minutes aiul 
had a iiurd time in getting around tiie Cir- 
cuit. The round trip out from Boston and 
back consumed more than two and a half 
liours. 

In the rocky cut at Chestnut Hill a drift 
was encountered wliich reached liall way to 
the tops of tile engine boilers, and onl}' 
tlie harde.st kind of bucking by the two 
poweriul locomotives suiliced to break up 
the driit and drag the three coaches 
ibrougb. Few passengers were carried 
out, but on the inward trip on the main 
line standing room was at a premium. 

The next train w a.s the lo.;io Chicago ex- 
pre.^s,w liich passed tiirough Newton shortly 
alter 12 west bound. After it left Biverside 
it was lost to the knowledge of the train (li.s- 
patcher. Tliese were the only .rains either 
way during the morning, but at 1.45 a Wor- 
cester local due to leave at 1 was suited 


phone me.s.Hiige wa.s receivc’d at fire alarm 
liend(piart(*rs summoning the department to 
the ri sideiice of .Mr. K. C.Burrageon High- 
land striHd, West Newton, for a fire caused 
hy an overheated cook st<»vo. The depart- 
ment had ditlleiilty in locating the blaze, 
which had Imrned from the kitchen to the 
chanibers on the second tloor. The damage 
is estimated at $.50. In responding to the 
call the apparatus was stalled several limes 
and the hnr.ses nearly exhausted. 

The heavy oak door of .Murray’s carriage 
shop at Newton was torn from Its fasten- 
ings liy the wind, and the gla.ss in the win- 
dows broken. 

The telephone poles on Crafts street fell 
aentss the street, but were removed Mon- 
(Uv. 

Milk was unobtainable. 'Not until Mon- 
day afternoon did these t,(>ams make an ap- 
pearance. .Several milk teams were stalled 
lu big drifts Sunday, and abandoned. 

STIIEET IIAII.WAYS THSAOKKE. 

There was a disagreement between the 
ofilclals of the Newton A Boston street 
railway aud the Newton street railway, 
Tuesday, regarding the j(<int use of the 
track son Washington street,and passengers 
sulTered great inconvenience in conse- 
quence. 

Until midnight each company ran Its cars 
on its own track, and frequent blockades 
and an entire failure to regard schedules 
were the result. Under the terms of the 
franchise each company has a right to the 
use of the other’s tracks. 

Wednesday, however, all differences were 
patched up. and both lines began the joint 
use of the Washington street tracks.

dismayed the street railway and highway 
department officials, but they lost no time 
in pushing forward the work of clearing 
the rails and sidewalks. The tardiness in 
removing the large amount of snow from 
the streets caused considerable complaint.

To the Editor of tlie Graphic 

The necessity for this reform, with re- 
spect to the manner of cleaning the side- 
walks, Is strikingly emphasized by the re- 
cent storm. 

It served to revive the recollection of the 
bright and sharp points of the recently 
quoted New Hampshire decision, points 
which might well be rehearsed often 
enough to make It impossible to forget 
them, or to fall to act upon them. 

The citizen dues not ow’u his sidewalks, 
that is, tIio.se bordering his lot, for if he 
did he could prevent others from trespass- 
ing upon them by using them, whioh he 
cannot do. Again, he dues not own the 
sldew'alks, for If he sets his ash barrels on 
them at other than narrowly prescribed 
times and places, he will quickly be called 
to account us a trespas.ser by the city, 
which thus proclaims itself their owner. 

Astheoitizeu is thus not the owner of 
the sldewalk.s, he cannot rightfully be com- 
pelled to care for them, while the city, us 
their owner, is bound to take care of them. 
Also, the (listiiiction between sidewalks 
and roadway is purely arbitrary. The two 
are comimnent parts of tlie highway a.s one 
whole, and there is no reason why either 
uiti'ztMi or city .should care fur either alone 
and not for both alike. 

To these larger and transparently clear 
governing principles of the subject, .some 
otlier considenitioiis may usefully be added. 
First, the plan of reiiuiring eacli citizen to 
take care of his sidewalk w orks injustice 
by great ineiiiuility of burdens. The 
amount of slilewalk for wliioh property 
owners are held responsible may vary Horn 
fifty feet to a tliuii.saiid leet or more. It is 
almost always more than double on comer 
lots than on otliers of like size. But pe- 
cuniary ability may not correspond at all 
to tlie length of sidewalk to be cared for. 
A1.SO, a lot ow’iier may make liltie or no ii.se 
of his own sidewalk, wliile many others 
daily use it for their convenience at his ex- 
pense. 'ITiis is doubly .so whenever a street 
has a sidewalk only on one side. VTicuiit 
lots, ab.sentee.s, ami men of means boarding 
introduce fiirtlicr complications. 

On tlie otlier band, tliese ineipuilities 
would mostly vunisli by including tlie ex- 
pense of cleaning sidewalks in tlie general 
appropriation for liighw’uys, the city then 
acting as the general agent of all in a mat- 
ter wTiicIi is lor Hie general good, tiie ex- 
pense being appoitioiied like otlier taxes in 
proportion to ability, so far as that cun bo 
ascertained. 

But, again, the pre.sent plan is, in import- 
ant respects. a failure pliysically. Above a 
certain moderate depth of dry snow, re- 
peated action of tlie plows makes it Imrd- 
er, ratlier than easier to complete the side- 
walk cleaning by sliovelliiigoiit tliuir wlnde 
width as required. Going down town one 
morning and returning witiiin an liour 
close bcdiind a plow drawn by two power- 
ful horses, one could plainly see that it left 
tlie already imrtly shovelled portions in a 
mucb worse condition for further shovel- 
ling than before, since the wing of tlie 
plow liad to be sliut in on account of tiiu 
ditliciilty of drawing tlic plow. Hence Hie 
liigli hanked up snow only ridlud back bc- 
bind tlie plow, not to mention tlie harder 
packing dow’ii of Hie snow left under it. 
I'iie same power and expense in Hie form 
of gangs of sliovellers would Inive iunl 
more to show for it of cleaned sidewalks. 

tVluit then remains to be said in favor of 
Hie present plan NoHiing apparently on 
groumls of reu.-on or eipiity. It stems to 
be simply a device for making taxes uiipear 
less Hiun Hiey really are, by sad illiig Hie 
cost or involuntary servitude of .sliluwalk 
cleaning on Hie citizen, often, not for other’s 
benefit as well a-i liis own, and by equita- 
bly distriiiutejl tux ussessmeiit, but for 
other’.>» benefit instead of liis own 

But if every cent t;f city expenditure that 
Is ill any way for private gain at public ex- 
pense could lie cut olT ill riglit*!ous ju.-»tico, 
and if the most elilcieiit application ol 
given appropriations were diligently 
studied, all Hie sidewalks could doubtless 
lie well cared for witli little or no increase 
of luxation.

A HOT OLD TIME. 

Never In the history of the city lias n 
nomination aroused so tnueh opnosltloti as 
that of Mr. Wilson for Mayor. Prominent 
Kopnbl leans have been hurrying about try- 
ing to find soniu candidate who does not 
represent so much that Is objectionable. 
Members of the ring that forced the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Wil.snn have heard some very 
emphatic denunciation from men of their 
ow’ii party, and there has been a hot time 
^lenerally. 

The most urgent pressure has been 
brought to bear upon several men to allow 
their names to be used on nomination pa- 
pers, and finally a rally was made in favor 
of ex-Alderman A. H. Ruffe of Newton 
Centre, and he was forced to consent to al- 
low his name to be used, and papers are 
being circulated this morning for signa* 
tures. Any number of names of prominent 
Ilepublieans could have been secured with 
a little more time, but a good showing will 
be made and the papers will be filed before 
2 o’clock this after norm. 

Mr. RofTe’s consent is based on the con- 
dition that Mr. Inman withdraws, which it 
is believed that he will do, as he only took 
the nomination under pressure, and he 
realizes that his views on prohibition might 
endanger the success of the movement for 
good government, in which he is as much 
interested as any of the citizen.s. 

Mr. Roffe would be a very strong candi- 
date, as he is personally popular, and his 
record in the board of aldermen was an ex- 
cellent one. ile has been one of the lead- 
er.s for a non-partisan government, and 
against ring methods, and all citizens who 
hold the same views could rally round him. 
Jle would be sure of receiving the Inde- 
pendent vote, and would receive more Re- 
publican votes than Mr. WlLson, as the 
feeling in the parly is very strong. 


THE REPUBLICAN CONVE.NTION. 


The Republican c invention as u.sual 
surprised tlie voters by its nomination for 
mayor, as its nom uee was generally con- 
sidered the least lilted for the position, of 
any of the caudl<lates before tlie conven- 
tion. But tlie workers were for him, and 
wires had been pulled in all direction.s, 
,Ex Mayor Bothfel<I had refu.sed to make 
any active liglit for Hie nomination, and al- 
though lie had many friends uiiiotig the 
delegates, it had been found beforehand 
that he did not have a clear majority, and 
so his name was not presented. 
These things are all usually decided before- 
hand, although for the sake of impressing 
Vne people, the eH'ort is always made t<i 
show that all that is done is perfectly 
spontaneous, ll is a sort of legal fiction 
which deceives very few. 

Mr. Wilson woubl not have been pickeil 
out as ail Meal ciii lid.ite for mayor, es- 
pecially ill the present crisis, as lie is not a 
popular mail, and duriiu' his career as an 
alderman he did not give much evidence of 
tlie <]ualitie.s needed In a mayor. He lias 
been a euiididale before, but was unsuc- 
cessful, owing partly to his being supported 
by the wrong sort of men. If elected, ho 
may possibly make a good othuial, as he is 
^aid to bo strongly in favor of economy, 
but times have eliuiiged siticu lie was at 
City Hall. Under .Mayor Hibbard the City 
iJ ill was cleared of certain intiueiice.s that 
Inul hull too iiiueh power with previous 
lu iyors, and .Mr. Wilson will have to be 
very careful in the choice of Ills advisers. 

.Mr. Cardiiier made a personal explana- 
tion. as chairinaii of the convention, tiiiich 
ill the style of hi.s letter in lu.st we<‘k's 
<ilc\i‘Hii , blit axuslirewil politician we 
stnnild like to ask him il he doe.s not think 
lie is claiming just a little too iiiuch in the 
way of virtue, angelic inuojeiice, tntal 
unoraiice of trades and deals, and other 
thiiig.s w hich go to bring success in tiolltics, 
for liiiiisulf ail 1 the other Republican 
politicians of .Newton, especially after 
.Monday iiiglit’s conveiitioir.' 

Mr. ((ardiuer does not believe there is 
any ring at City 11 ill, nor that there is any 
p ditlc ll ring ill Hie eily tliat seleets our 
candidates for us. nor tli.it deals are ever 
mu le to secure a noiiiinatioii, or carry uii 
election, nor uuythiiig of the kind. But a 
III in's bilief does n >t alter fuels, nor is 
c liiiplete ignorance of well-known tilings 
always com ii ni table in a man wlio aims to 
be a leader In pobtics or in uiiytliing else. 

A MATTER HE WORDS. 

” What’s in a uaiiiel''’ the pout asks, but 
a nuiiie makes all the <litrereiice in tlie 
world. For liislaiice, the sniuil coterie of 
men wlio decide overylhliig for Hie Repub- 
lijan party object violently to be called a 
Ring. To their minds they are only an as- 
sociation of virtuous and dislntHiested gen- 
tlemen, w ho take an interest in having the 
best iiieii selected for otiice, and they think 
il is high treason to cull them u Ring. Out- 
siders cuiiuot see much ditfereiice, w hut- 


evor namo it I.h called by. 

They have rather arbitrary inethodR, It l.s 
true, which the uninitiated cannot nlway.H 
under.<«taiid. ’I'lioy have aeleoted Mr. Wil- 
son for .Mayor hi the pre.sent campaign, hut 
to outsiders, Repuhlloans ns w ell ns Inde- 
pendents and Democrat .4, he does not ap- 
pear ill any .'»onse the best man for the 
olhoe, and they wouhl really like to know 
how his nomination was brought nhont. 
To ask the public to believe that they real- 
ly thought he was a better man than nil the 
others mentioned, i.s to put too great a strain 
upon public creihillty. 

Their methods in regard to aldermen are 
also rather arbitrary. Hero are some half 
dozen aldermen, for some reason, all 
thrown down, and new men .snb.stitnted, 
without a word of explanation. What had 
these men done to bo treated In this way? 
or did their ideas of duty to the city not co- 
incide with those of the gentlemen in 
charge of oiir pollHos? 

The nio.st amazing instance of the meth- 
ods of these gentlemen wa.s the .selection of 
a location for the central imstofhce, and 
their intolerance of any critichm of the 
methods by which tills wa.s brought about. 

Mr. Langford's treatment was another 
instance. Although he was presented as 
the candidate from his ward, ho was re- 
fu.sed a nomniatioii, and two years later he 
was again arbitrarily refused a noniiiia 
tioii. The people are growing restless 
under such an iron rule, and in the case of 
Mr. Langford they manifested it by elect- 
ing him. Blit no wisdom was learned 
from that event, and again those “interest- 
ed in pure piditics" hare made their soleo- 
tion for Mayor, in the same arbitrary way. 
The question now’ Is will the people submit 
t » have no voice In the selection of candi- 
dates, give up all idea of having any 
minds of their own, and vote like a lot of 
.sheep, or will they take matters In their own 
hands, and by electing Mr. Inman, or some 
other candidate presented by the opposi- 
tion, serve notice on these worthy gentlemen 
that they must not assume quite so much 
dictation in New’toii politics, but give an 
appearance at least of following the w’ishes 
of the people. New’toii Is notan oligarchy, 
as yet, to be ruled by a few .self-elected 
dictator.s, according to their own whims 
and prejudices, and its citizens are intelli- 
gent enough to bo safely entrusted with the 
management of their municipal atl'airs. 


MR. INMAN FOR MAYOR. 


Mr. Henry A. Inman of West Newton 
has accepted the nomination of the so- 
called citizens party and has also been 
nominated by the Democrats, so that both 
candidates come from West New’ton. Mr. 
Inman has seen service in the city council, 
is w ell known as one of the leading pro- 
hibitionists of Newton, and is everywhere 
respected for his upright character and his 
unseltish devotion to the cause of prohibi- 
tion.

Gardiner did not believe that there wa.s the 
slightest truth in any of these allegations. 

It was due to the self respect of the dele- 
gates that they make it understood among 
the voters that .such things did not exist.

over-mastering prophetic .sense of things ns 
tlipy ought to be, leaves no room iu one’s 
mind for the question, “Hut how can it be 
done?” Reading the other, one becomes 
engrosseil in the prncticability of a perfect 
system of taxation, so natural and self- 
supporting that no sense of need is felt fur 
any appeal to the moral law. 

’The following was offered from Mr 
AAMllis, urging iu strongest terms the read- 
ing and study of the “Condition of Labor.” 

Pope Leo the XIII is one of the most in- 
telligent and noble minded of all those wlio 
have occupied the Chair of St. Peter, and 
great interest would necessarily attaeli to 
whatever one so wise and good and an- 
tlioritative miglit say respecting any great 
i.ssne. Hut when he speaks respecting tlie 
Labor Question, tliere are many eonsidera- 
tlons which give special significance to his 
utterance. 

A very large number of tlie common 
laborers of all lands are witliin tlie uom- 
miiiiion of the Catliolie uhnrcli, and the 
Vatican has innltlplied and peculiarly 
favorable oppnrtnnitjes of acquainting it- 
self itself wltli tlieir condition, tlieir needs, 
their aspirations and their complaints. 
Fnrtlier, His Holiness looks out ntion 
Italy, the focal centre of acute social con- 
trasts and stress, the home of the landlord 
and the landless, tlie patrician and tlie pro- 
letariat— Italy with ail its sugge.stive eeo- 
iiomie history from the times when its 
broad canipanas were tenanted by a pros- 
perous and wliolesome peasantry, to ilie.se 
days when its cities are overwhelmed wltli 
degraded and tnronleiit poor, wliose ilis- 
content and unrest are a constant menace 
to society, while its fertile acres are so 
largely tlie nnoeenpied reserve of the titled 
and Inxnrions ricli ; surely the most exalted 
citizen of Italy and of the world, could but 
command universal attention wlioii he is- 
sued his Encyclical on “The Condition of 
Labor.” Nevertheless, his thought was 
destined to find its largest significance, its 
consummate effect in tlie occasion it pre- 
sented for an infinitely greater event, viz: 
the American laborer’s answer which it 
provoked. 

Leo XIII and Henry George, thongli pre- 
senting antipodal contrasts, in most re- 
spects, are singularly alike in that they 
both stand for a great religions idea. Leo 
represents a great dominating religions or- 
ganization, wliich lias been characterized 
by all the authority and distinction of 
worldly pre-eminence of power. In liiiii 
the spirit of the monk appears upon a 
“Field of the Cloth of Gold.” 

George also represents the religious iileii, 
blit us the exponent of niipietentiousuiid 
nncomproinlsfiig right. He comes without 
clrcnm.staiice or pomp, and with no swing- 
ing censers in his pathway, but with the 
.smell of tlie commuiier upon his garments ; 
nevertlieless, he lieralds a moral crusade 
wlilcli embraces in its purpose tlie freedom, 
the riglitne.ss among men, and the nltiiiiate 
triiimph of tlie Kingdom of Heaven. 

Tliongh tliey do not see eye to eye, tliese 
men are brotlier.s, they both stand supreme- 
ly for tlie betterment of tiii'iiaiiity. 

Their discn.ssion of tlie Condition of 
I. abor arrays tlio forces of uiilucrucy and 
democracy, of trudilioiial conservatism and 
assertive freedom in two broad opposing 
phalanxes. Tlie field is tlie world, tlie 
battle is on, and every tlionghtfni iiuiii 
must feel liis piil.se quicken, liis lieart dilate 
as lie contemplates the scene and forecasts 
tin* oiitcoiiie of the .struggle. 

In most re.spectfiil terms, with no less 
consideration tlian frankness, and in 
language wliicli for clearness and toruefiil- 
ne.ss could not lie improved, .Mr. (ieorge 
here states the fiiniiamental etiiical postu- 
lates concerning wliicli. tlie world’s best 
men have always been in accord.

Literary Noies. 

.Mrs. Hugh Fra.ser has an unprotected 
damsel on .shiplmard for lier lieroiiie, in lier 
novel, “Tlie liooms of 'Time.” Gilda Ed- 
iimndsiin is an Englisli girl whose home is 
Cliili, and in retiiriiiiig to S-nitli Amuricu 
slie calls herself .Mrs Edmondson as a de- 
fense in tlie absence of a chaperon. It 
leads to a ipiariel with the young English 
army officer w’lio makes love to her, but the 
episode timilly sniootlies itself out, and lie 
goes witli her to tier liome under the 
sliadow of Aconcagua, the higliest peak of 
Hie new w'orld. Hero she expects to meet 
lier brother wliom site hud not seen since 
site was a girl, blit tliere is no' pleasure in 
Hie meeting, so greatly has he changed. 
'The reader is nut long in guessing tliut it is 
not her brother, but lier brother’s murder- 
er, wlio has taken advantage of Gllda’s 
long ab.sence to us.siiine liis victim’s name 
and seize liis estates.

'The 
best part of tlie novel are tlie account of 
tlie narrow escape from siiiiiwreck in the 
dangerous straits of .Mugellan, and the 
vigorous description of an eurtliquake 
wliicli mukus tlie climax uf tlie narrative.

Due of tlie best wiir stories tliat lias been 
written for many a day is “'The Gospel 
AA’rit in Steel” (.Appleton), by Arlliur I’at- 
terson. It deals witli the American civil 
war, taking as a main feature Hie begin- 
ning of Slierman's marcli to Hie .sea, light- 
ing up every incident with a brilliancy that 
lia.s not been equalled in recent novels or 
sliurt stories liaving the .same local and liis- 
loricul background. In fact, every scene is 
drawn witli Hint graphic vigor wliich 
leaves no (pie.stioii in the mind us to the 
aiiHientielty of every detail. In the begin- 
ning .Mr. Ratterson describes Hie effect of 
Hie oneniiig of the war upon a village com- 
munity. picturing the motives and nets of 
the virliinteers and otlier conseiiuentlal 
episodes. His hero is a man of tintisiial 
strength of eliaructer, wlio is not afraid of 
tlie liiiints of cowardice because lie stays 
behind and does not join liis comrades in 
going to tiie front. AA’Iiy lie ulioii es to do 
tills comes out during Hie course of Hie 
story, wliicli in its development plunges 
tills same liero into dangers wliicli at least 
show Ills mettle. He performs some dan- 
gerous work for Gen. Sherman, and on an- 
tiier occasion interviews Lincoln, so that 
tliere is ample opportunity for a strong 
liknessof tliese two men in Hie course of 
the story. His most venturesome and dur- 
ing trip is lo a confederate iirison, wliicli 
lie makes in order to rescue his old sweet- 
lieart's liunce. It is narrated with iiiiiisual 
druimitic skill, and adds most strongly to 
tlie breatliless interest of tlie story. I lur- 
ing tlie run of tlie iiurrative Hie reader in- 
cidentally discovers Hie (piuliHes of heart 
and mind wliicli eiidcured both Lincoln 
and .Sliermiin to tlieir followers; Hint gen- 
tleness and iron will in the case of tlie 
latter whicli implied coiiiidence in his sol- 
diers and gave Hieni courage.

Instructed for Alderman Heymer. 

To tlie Editor of the (iiiAiMiic:— 

There was printed la.st week in a Newton 
paper (not the Giiaphic) an editorial para- 
graph concerning the recent municipal 
Bepublioau caucus in Want .5, which para- 
graph was apparently based on gross misin- 
formation; for lam unwillingly to believe 
that any editor in our city would knowing- 
ly pervert the truth. I am sending a cor- 
rection to the editor of that paper, and do 
nut permit myself to doubt that he will 
gladly publish the .same in his next issue. 
But I also a.sk a similar favor from the 
Giiaphic, because it is probable that- many 
of your readers have been in like manner 
misinformed through one source or an- 
other. 

In the paragraph to which I have alluded 
the statement was made that “prior to the 
balloting Mr. Ayres asked that the three 
lists of delegates name their preferences for 
alderman, on the ground that this would 
enable the caucus to elect delegates who 
favored the real choice of tliose present, I 
rather than to instruct delegates holding i 
contrary views” Continuing, the state- 
ment was made that “twelve of the 
fifteen men named Mr. Warren as their 
choice,” and that although the Warren 
ticket of delegates received a large majority 
of the votes, “at lO p. m., just before aif- 
journment, with only 40 votes in the ward 
room, Mr. Estey, seeondeil by .Mr. Ayres, 
moved the adoption of Heymer instruc- 
tions, and the motion was carried about 
two to one, on a voice vote.” Then follow- 
ing this astonishing editorial remark; 
“under these two conditions it would seem 
to bo the duty of the Ward 5 delegates to 
put the matter fairly before the delegates 
and ask for the nomination of Mr. Warren, 
the choice of the ward.” 

Now the truth is that Mr. Ayres did not 
make any such request, and was not in 
favor of any such proceedings; for the ex- 
cellent reason that ho preferred and pro- 
posed a very different plan; which, in his 
opinion, ns he explained to the caucus, 
would, much more fairiy than any other, 
ascertain and declare the choice of the 
caucus with regard, both to mayor and 
aldermen at largo from Ward .5. That plan 
was that separate ballot boxes be provided, 
wherein each member of the caucus should 
deposit ballots designating his preference 
for candidates for those ollioes. C)n his 
motion, before the polls were opened, tlie 
caucus, by a large majority, adopted that 
plan, and it was carried out; with the re- 
sult tliat, on the question of choice for 
aldermen at large, Mr. Heymer received 54 
votes to .32 for Mr. Warren. 

After the result of the balloting was an- 
nounced, Mr. Ayres, in seconding the mo- 
tion to instruct tlie delegates to vote in 
convention in accordance with the ivishes 
of the caucus as thus ascertained, expressly 
declared that the motion to instruct was 
intended, simply to give regularity and 
formality to the matter: but that the reli- 
ance of the members of the caucus would 
be upon the honor of the delegates, who. 
accepting their election under these cir- 
cumstances. would, undoubtedly, act in ac- 
cordance with the expressed wishes of the 
majority; notwithstanding any pbrsonal 
preference which they luul expressed to the 
contrary.

Death of Capt. Tower. 

Capt. Moses B. Tower dieil Tuesday of 
pneumonia at his home in Auburndale. 
Deceased was 84 years old. He was born 
in Ilingham, .\pril ‘2(5, 1814. His early life 
was spent in Hull, where for many years 
he w'as underwriters’ agent and coinmis 
sinner of wrecks for the entire .Vow Eng- 
land coast. He was captain of tlie volun- 
teer life saving crew. 

Capt Tower, with his volunteer crews, 
saved hundreds of lives and millions of 
property along the coast, and was pre- 
sented with many niedais for his brave 
deeds. 

He was a member of the General Court 
from Hull in 1843, and cast the deciding 
vote which elected Gov. Morton, thereby 
giving birth to the famous watoliwonl, 
“As goes Ilnllsogoes the state.” It was 
due to his indomitable will and linancial 
aid tliut tlie llrst telegrapli line in .New 
England was built. Tills line connected 
the chamber of coimnerce with the lookout 
station on Telegraph hill at Hull. In con* 
structing this line he met witli serious op- 
position from the oiticialsof the Old Colony 
and .South .Shore railroad companies, along 
tlie lines of which it was desirous to erect 
tlie poles for running the wires. The 
ground of opposition was from fear of 
lightning being attracted by the wire. In 
18.5d Capt. Tower moved to East Iloston, 
where ho resided for many years. He 
served in the Boston common oouneil in 
187.3. Hu was a strong advocate of tlie 
imilding of Atlantic avenue, which was 
tlien thought to be extravagantly wide, and 
also a reservoir at Chestnut Hill. 

He solved many ditlleult problems in 
marine hydraulic engineering. One of the 
most noteworthy was the repairing under 
water, while alloat in East river, of tlie 
bottom of the steamship Great Eastern, an 
entire new section of iron |>lating being |)ut 
into her bottom, measuring KM) feet in 
length and eight feet in widtii. The work 
was done so thoroughly and elfectivoly that 
she made her return voyage to Liverpool 
without mishap. T'hero were no adeipiate 
docking facilities ill this country. Another 
remarkable feat was the raising of the 
steamer Norman of the Philadelphia line, 
wliicli. was sunk af the same place as tlie 
steamer Venetian was recently. 

A few years since, owing to failing 
health. Cant. Tower retired from active 
service, ami hud spent tlie last part of liis 
life in Anbiirndale. A widow and six 
uhildreii survive him.

I Newton Home for Ag:ed People. 

It is known generally that the late 
Joseph L. Stone of this city left by his will 
a handsome sum to trustees for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining a home for 
the support of “aged an«l respectable men 
and women.” It will be of interest to 
every citizen to learn that his charitable 
intention is about to be carried out in this 
city. The trustees who were incorporated 
in 1804, under the name of the “Stone In- 
stitute” in order to enable them to more 
efficiently carry out Mr. .Stone’s wishes, 
believing that the amount of tlie fund now 
warrant them in starting a home and that 
Mr. Stone would have desired it to have 
been in Newton, have buugiit the well 
known Pettee estate in Newton Upper 
Falls. 

Tliey are willing to put the place in 
proper order for occupancy, Inchnling 
hirnisliiiig, aud to devote tlie income of the 
balance of tlie fund towards tl.e expense of 
running tlie home, provideil tliat tlie citi- 
zens of Newton w’ill co-operate witli them 
to this end. 

At the call of the mayor, who has shown 
great interest in securing the liome for this 
city, two meetings liave been hel<l by citi- 
zens from the different wards of the city to 
consiiier in what way the wislies of tlie 
trustees could be best secomled. After a 
conference with the trustees by a sub-com- 
mittee it has been ilecided that >1110 most 
effective wa 3 * w«mld be to form a corpora- 
tion under the public statutes, chapter 115, 
witli the name of “Newton Home for .\gejl 
People,” under which name the Home 
would be known. Sucli a corporation 
could legally run a home, administer the 
income from the Trust Fund, and receive 
gifts and bequests for permanent income as 
well as runmng expenses. 

This corporation woul<t be independent 
of the trustees of the Stone Institute, so 
that funds which might be given to it can- 
not be affected by any change of the trus- 
tees or of their policy. 

Articles of association for such a cor- 
uoratiun have already been signed, and u 
meeting for organization has been called 
for Saturday, Dec. :5rd, 18 ‘.»s, at 4 1.5 p. m. in 
City Hall. Officers wlll'tlien be chosen 
anil the b^'-Iaws discussed and adopted. 

It is lioped tliat every one who is inter- 
ested in tills excellent and needetl cliarity 
will be pre.seiit to give it their enconrage- 
ment and support. A city is seldom given 
an opportunity sncli us now offered to 
Newton. Tlie Home starts, not only with 
a completely fnrnislieil building (!f 2.5 
rooms, witli grounds around it, in a beauti- 
ful party of the city, hut also with a income 
of about S2UU0annaully towards its rnnning 
exjieiises. 

In addition to the Stone fund some in- 
come will be derivecl from the inmates <»f 
the Home. 

It surely needs no more than tlie state- 
ment of tno situation t!i insure tlie raising 
of ilie few tlionsand dollars a<lditionul re- 
quired fur annual expenses.

Literary Notes. 

Mr.s. .Selinylcr Crovvninslileld Is peculiar- 
ly vvidl lilted to supply the current demand 
for llctlon dealing with the West Indies. 
Her husband, ("apt. Crownlushield, was 
the comnmuder of the Maine shortly be- 
fore tlie explosion, and was long statinued 
in soutliern waters, while an extended resi- 
dence in various uarls of the West Indies 
has made Mrs. Orovvninshield thoroughly 
familiar with the history and romance of 
the isiHuds. In "Where the Trade Wind 
Blows" she told a half-dozen or more strik- 
ing short stories of Cuba and other islands, 
In "Latitude 19" (D. Appleton A- Co.) she 
makes a more ambitious effort, amt gives 
an exciting, iiot to say sensational narra- 
tive of pirates and voodoo worship. The 
scene Is the San Domingo of 1829, when 
Christoplie was the undisputed ruler of the 
island, and the story ojieiis with a glimpse 
from a ship’s deck of the great castle of 
Chri'stophe vvitli which Hiram Jones. Cyn- 
thia, and ttie captain of the Yankee Blade 
make more Intimate ncquaiutance later. 
Tile ship is destroyed by pirates and the 
people on board take refuge on shore, 
where their adventures are of a most ex- 
traordinary nature, Berhnp.s Mrs. Crown- 
iushield lias somewhat overdone it, but nt 
least no one can nt!cu e her book of being 
tame, though a vein of jocosity keeps it 
from being too sensational. 

One novel feature of the war with Spain 
is the f lot tlint one man succeeded in plioto- 
graphing tlie most important features of 
tlie war in Cuba and the camps in this 
country. Mr. J. C. Hemment was on the 
wreck of the Maine, at Camps Black and 
Chickamauga, at Tampa, and with Admiral 
Sampson’s squadron. He was at Santiago, 
from the beginning to the end, and was 
under fire with the Regulars, the Seventy- 
first New York, and the Rougli Riders, and 
he saw Cervera’s tleet destroyed. Later, 
he was at Camp WMkoff and saw the re- 
turn of the soldiers, and he was thus en- 
abled to round out and complete his re- 
markalile pictorial record of the war. The 
book which Mr. Hemment lias written, en- 
titled "Cannon and Camera," de.«oribes the 
varied scenes and experiences of the cam- 
paign, and states many unvarnished facts. 
Over one hundred pictures are included in 
the book, which will be unoqualed as un 
actual pictorial history of tlie war in Cuba. 
"Cannon and Camera" will bo published 
shortly by D. Appleton & Co.

INMAN OH WILSON. 


With Mr. Roffe out of the light the 
real contest is between Me.ssrs. In- 
man and Wilson, and the voters have to de- 
cide which of the two they wish to rule 
over them. Both are prominent citizens, 
though in different ways. Mr. Wilson is a 
prominent member of the Newton Club. 
Mr. Inman is a prominent member of the 
Baptist church in West Newton, of which 
he has been deacon for many years. 

Mr. Wilson is reported to be a man of great 
wealth. Mr. Inman is in moderate circum- 
stances and has a reputation for fair deal- 
ing. 

Mr. Wilson is the head of a prominent 
whoIe.sale dry goods firm in Poston ; Mr. 
Inman is one of the head salesmen in the 
Paine Furniture company of Boston, where 
he has held a responsible position for 
many j’ears, and enjoys the entire confi- 
dence of the firm, who place great reliance 
on his business ability. 

Mr. Wilson was nominated by a small 
faction in the Republican party, which rep- 
resents the least creditable section of that 
part}', and many well known political 
workers, who have often been defeated in 
Newton, did their best to secure his nomi- 
nation. He is not a popular man, and his 
nomination did not come as a free expres- 
sion of popular will. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that these workers would not claim 
their reward if he was elected ; Mr. Inman, 
on the other hand, did not seek tlie nomi- 
nation, he was chosen because he is person- 
ally trusted and popular, and was looked 
upon as a man who would give the city an 
honest, conscientious, and economical ad- 
ministration. Ho was therefore in a posi- 
tion where he could refuse to make any 
pledges, and this he did, merely accepting 
the Citizens nomination. The Democrats 
also nominated him, but did not ask for 
any pledges. 

Mr. Wilson has served as alddrnian from 
Ward I'iii'ej.b r. nu 1 1 a rac ird for baiiu un- 
able totake any broid view. of tlie interests 
of the city. .Mr. Inaii.i also served intliecity 
council and made a reconi for di.sintorested 
service, and Just views on punlic'inestion.s. 

In sliort, as a summary of the <iualilica- 
tions of tlie two man, it might be said tiiat 
Mr. Wilson represents all that is most ob- 
jectionable in the faction that is trying to 
rule the Republican party, while Mr. In- 
man represents all that is most praise- 
worthy in the Citizens and Deimmratic 
parties, and the opposition to Ring rule 
generally. Voters can choose wliat iiilly- 
ences tliey desire to succeed in local aiRiirs 
as tiie choice re.sts with tiiem. 

We lia\e liad mayors who repre- 
sented great wealtli, ami we liuve had 
mayors wlio represented local political 
workers. Wliy would it not bo a good 
idei to have a mayor who would rep- 
resent the churches ami religious iulluences 
of Newton ; who would represent the mod- 
ei ate class of citizens, who are |»inched by 
liigli tax-liills, and wlio know someiningby 
every <lay ex|)erienoB of tlie feelings and 
needs of the great majority. Wliy not 
have a mayor wlio will represent fairly 
nine-tenths of the people of Newton, 
ratlier than one who lielongs to the other 
tenth, to wliom a few thons iiuls in the way 
of a tax bill is a mere tritie. d'liis is sup- 
Itosed to be a free country,' wliere all men 
are e<|ual, an'l why not have the common 
people represeiile 1 in the mavor’s oilice, 
in-xt year, and see how the cliaoge works. 
Witli .Mr. Inuiiu we know that we will 
liave a careful and conscientious man ‘in 
' barge,, who can be safely trusted to do 
wliat is right in any case. 

MR. jjoKEK wrnii>R.\w.s. 

It was a hlirewd move on tlie part of the 
supporters of .Mr. Wilson, to persuade Mr. 
Rotfe not to withdraw his nomination 
papers on Monday, as tlial would liiveMl- 
vided up t|ie liimaii vote. But .Mr. Roffe 
was euligiitened on tlie motives ot those ad- 
visers, and as he lias always supported the 
I'llizeiis’ tiekut, lie decided to wilh'liaw 
from the contest, and altliough iiis name 
under the law will liavu to temaiu on the 
balbd, iie has written a letter advising all 
hi-! friends to vote for .Mr. Inman and de- 
clining to be a uuudidate. 'I'liose who 
signed his iioiiiiuatiuii paper did so on tlie 
understanding tlial he would only be a 
oandidute on condition of Mr. Inmairs 
wltlidruwal, but the latter after accepting 
publicly the iioiuiiiutloii did not see liow lie 
could decline, and tlien liie signers of .Mr. 
Jtoffe's paper had to get liini out, or see Mr. 
Inniuii defeated. 

Now that this matter is setilu<l, there 
seems every reason to look for Mr. Inman's 
election. The Citizens ticket has always 


been victorlon.4 in Now ton, and even with 
the party out «»f legal existence, by reason 
of jiot having bad a emndidnte in reei^nt 
years, its old •unpurters are flooklng back 
to the old standard in large numbers, and 
the contest will bo a very warm one. Mr. 
Inman's per.soiml popularity, bis high 
standing as a citizen, and the general feel- 
ing that a radical change is neoiled in city 
affairs, will give him a great advantage in 
the contest. 

The unpopularity of the men who try to 
dictate nominations in Newton, and who 
are mortally offended if any one speaks of 
a Ring, will liamper Mr. NMliui's cam- 
paign, and even if lie were a very popular 
man he would liave a hard fight to win. 
We advise all who are in favor of honest 
methods in politics, and of having a con- 
.scientious and upright citizen for mayor, 
unpledged to any of the discre«litablo In- 
tiiiences in our politics, to give thtdr vote 
for Mr. Inman, where it will count direct- 
ly, and so convince the leidor.s of the Re- 
publican party that they must re.Huect the 
w ishes of the people, in making nomina- 
tions. Teac'i tlioiii that tliey can not take 
up an unpopular candidate ami force him 
on the party witliont the people resenting 
such liigh-lianded actnui. Newton is not 
Hawaii, as yet, where a few men can as- 
sume all the power, and deprive the people 
of any participation in politics, and the 
people of Newton siiould have the right to 
say who shall be selected for ofPoe, as well 
as the riglit to vote for oandidaces after 
they are nominated.

THE ALDERMANIC TICKET. 


In looking over the candidates for alder- 
men, one is treated to some strange sur- 
prises ill the candidates on the Republican 
ticket. For instance here is Cliestiiuc Hill 
left without a representative, although it 
is one of the richest sect! jus of the city, 
and pays a larger proportion of the taxes 
than any other village of its size in the city. 
Gn account of this, and also on account of 
its nearness to Brookline, it has been tlie 
policy for years to always allow it one 
representative in the city counoil, to look 
after local matters there, and see that 
siifllclent is done to keep its citizens con- 
tented, and so give n > excuse fora move- 
ment to annex that district to Brookiiiie. 

For the past two years Chestnut Hill has 
been ably represented by Mr. James A. 
Lowell, a son of Judge Lowell, and a popu- 
lar resident of Chestnut Hill. The people 
there were well satisfied and w-ished him 
reelected, and supposed of course he would 
be. But both the caucus and the Repub- 
lican coiiveiition turned a cold shoulder to 
Che.stnut Hill, and oho^e all the represen- 
tatives for the ward from the village of 
Newton Centre itself, although Mr. 
Gardiner, the chairman of the convention, 
lives at Chestnut Hill, and should uuder- 
.stand the importance of having that section 
represented. Fortunately, the mistake, to 
call it nothing worse, was corrected by the 
opposition, and Mr. Lowell is on the Citi- 
zens and Democratic ticket. He should 
certainly be elected, or the consequences 
to the city of leaving Chestnut Hill un- 
represented may be disastrous. Mr. 
Low'ell has been one of the best aldermen 
on the board, and has had a mind of liis ow’ii 
on city mutters, which has at times brought 
him into oonilict with some w'ould-be 
leaders, but that is no reason why Chest- 
nut Hill should not be represented, and 
Newton could better afford to spare all 
these leader.s, than to lose the large 
revenues it receives from Ciiestnut Hill, 
Brookline has always been anxious to 
possess tnis choice section of oiir city, and 
woiiM welcome any .such causa of dissatis- 
faction. .\ll iiitereste I in .Newton should 
vote ftn- James Lowell for alilennati.

Death of Mrs. Francis Murdock. 

Mrs. Franoia Murdock died at her homo 
on Church street, shortly after midnight, 
this morning, and tlie announoenient will 
cause groat regret among a wide circle of

She 
had a large circle of friends in Newton, to 
w’lioin her death will bring a sense of per- 
sonal loss, and great sympathy is felt for 
her husband.

WALTHAiVl

"It was aloll^ hack in the year 1801,” 
mid tlio Ainoricnn cinhassador, ‘‘that I 
was npp()in(o<l American minister to 
Torrizonla, which, ns you prohahly 
kmm', was at that time an independent 
Central Anierican republic, though siuee 
then it has Im '-n annexed by one of its 
neiplibors. There was only one town in 
Torri/.onia of any size, ami that was tho 
capital and principal seaport. Tho gov- 
ernment sent me out in a frigate, and 
when wo arrived at Porto Nuevo and I 
was on tho point of going ashore tho 
captain, who was a iiarticularly good 
fellow*, said hoM lie, at anchor for a few 
days, so as to bo ready in case I should 
uet*d any protection. You see, there was 
most genonilly a revolution in progress 
in Torrizonia, and tho captain, being a 
thoughtful man, calculated that in case 
I should be accidentally shot he could 
bombard the town and make a big rep- 
ntation at home for energy and patriot- 
ism. 

"I was put ashore in one of tho frig- 
ate’s boats, and after I had convinced 
an Indian custom house officer who 
didn’t wear shoes and who conldn’t rend 
my passport that I wasn’t dangerous I 
gave my trunks to a couple of porters 
and walked up to tho hotel. There was 
only one hotel in the place, and that 
was kept by a man wno had been a 
waiter at a San Francisco hotel and 
spoke English pretty near ns w*ell as I 
or you. It was a small hotel, and I had 
it all to myself except for tho baryoom, 
where part of the Torrizonian army was 
always drinking itsidf crazy. 1 had a 
fairish sort of dinner, and after I had 
started in to smoke the landlord came 
in and talked w'ith me in a sociable sort 
of way, though ho was very careful not 
to sit down in the presenco of a great, 
^an like myself. 

"I told him 1 was tho new American 
minister, and 1 asked him if the presi- 
dent was in town, for I wanted to pre- 
sent myself to tho president ns soon ns 
possible so ns to get to work, providing ' 
there should be any work for a minister I 
io do. 

" ‘President Almonte is here,’ said 
the landlord, ‘but the other presidents 
are in different parts of tho country.’ 

" 'How many presidents dues thi.s 
country require?’ said I. ‘The United 
States is a middling big country, but 
we contrive to get along with one presi 
dent at a time. ’ 

" ‘There are four of them just now, 
sir,’ replied tho landlord, ‘but of course 
they’ll be thinned out considerably j 
when they get to lighting. There’s j 
President Almonte, whose term expired 
six months ago, bet who is holding on 
to office till he can collect some more 
taxes. He’s got 500 men and all the 
artillery in the grounds of the presiden- 
tial mansion, and he’ll make a good fight 
for it before he’s turned out. 

" ‘Then thete’s General Garcia, who 
was elected president at the lust elec- 
tion, but has never been able to get in- 
to the presidential mansion. He’s got 
about 1,500 men w’itb him, and he’s in 
camp about five miles frfai here. 

‘‘ ‘Then there’s President Alvarez, 
who was vice president under Almonte 
and considers that he ought to have 
been elected in place of Garcia. He. is 
supposed to have 1,000 men in his 
camp, which is. suy, ten miles north of 
here. 

‘‘ ‘President Del Vulle has about tho 
same number of men with him, uud 
he’s somewhere to tho south of us, 
though 1 can't say precisely where. Ho 
was tho serjior officer of the urmy, and 
he s( t up as president becausM fie said 
tha: neither of the three other presi- 
dents was justified in starting revolu- 
tions and that it was his duty as a pa- 
triot to punish them. .Most people liere 
think that old Almonte, having all the 
artillery with him, has the best right 
to the pre.-idency, but nobody knows 
how the thing will end when once the 
fighting gets fairly started.’ 

‘‘Now. tliis news didti’t suit me at 
all. You see, I had to present my creden- 
tials to the president of Torrizonia Le- 
fon* I could act as minister and earn my 
salary. lJut how was 1 to know whicli 
of the four rascals was the gi uuiue and 
only president'/ Moreover, it was a tic- 
klish busine.NS for me to select a president 
and stick t(j him. By so doing 1 recog- 
nized his gtjvernmeut and beiame, so to 
Bpeak, responsible for him. 

‘‘At first I was inclirted to recoginze 
Almonte, who was within handy reach, 
and who had certainly been prehident 
up to the time of the last election, what 
ever might be tho legality of his pres 
eut position. But, then, in case 1 culled 
on Almonte and present«*d my papers 1 
Bhould be treating the chap wlio had 
been elected president with gros^ injus- 
tice. There W(juld have Leen no use in 
writing to Washington f(jr instructions, 
for the mail tor the United .States leit 
Torrizonia only once in two inonths, 
and it hud h ft the day behue 1 arrived 
1 saw 1 should have to act (iii my own 
responsibility, and 1 didn’t like it at 
all. 

"You see that 1 couldn’t afford to 
spend tbiee or bjur months wailing for 
the president.-, to thin one another out, 
for my salary didn’t become due until 
1 bail been regularly neeived by tin* 
lawful presiUeut. Of ccjurse. being a 
praelicil man. 1 knew tiiat any one of 
the pia-sidt nts would be nnglity glad to 
be recognized by me and that if 1 
should set tbcni bidding against one 
another and agree to recngni/.i- 1 be iiigli 
est bidder I could make a lianos' mi 
thing out of it. But that woul«ln't bu\i< 
been li«;uorable considering that 1 wa;- 
iu the diplomat iu service 

‘‘I’d always been an uetive p.li.i 
oiuu, uud 1 had always laid that a pvd 
itician is worthy of bis hire, as tlie 
psulniisi says, but a diplomatic offici r 
is diff'erciit He is bound i(j obey the 
regulations, uud I considded then, as I 
do now, that a dtplomutic olbeer who 
should go in tor making money would 


not Acting In a way worthy of his | 
high office. ! 

‘‘1 tlionght over tho situation that 
night, and when morning came I calhnl j 
on tlio iloi'tor wlio was at tlio head | 
tho hc<spital and told him tlnit I wanted ' 
to 800 tlio dilTorom os hetwoen tho four | 
pri'sidcnts amieahly settled. In a plaoo i 
like Port*) Nuevo tho hoail of tho hos- * 
pital is always tho most intlncntial man ' 
In town, willi tho exooiition of the pros- I 
ideni mid the idiief of polioo. Ymi soo 
that win never a rovidution break.** *mt 
and tho partii.s to it bt'gi.i to shoot tho 
bo.*pital Hlh up pretty rapidly, and tho 
w**nmlnl im'ii ar*' mighty anxious to ho 
on gooil terms with tlio doctor, so that : 
ho won’t try auy curving experiments ' 
ou them j 

"'riiis partionhvr doctor was tho moat | 
level ln'adod man iu Torrizonia, and : 
when ho ami I had talked things over ( 
wo agreed that tho boat .thing to do I 
would bo forme to arrange an interview j 
with the four presidents and induoo ■ 
them to compromise their difTerences. j 
The doctor said that they would agree 1 
to anything, provided tho consideratiou ' 
was largo enough, and ho thought that 
if tho four presi*1ent8 wore to form a 
Byndionto and govern tho country in 
partnership it W’ould bo a eatiafnetory 
arrangement all round. 

‘‘I went back to tho hotel and wrote 
an invitation to each of tho presidents to 
dine with me ou the next day but one, 



‘^NaturaUu I dropped under the table.'* j 
promising to send an escort of United | 
States marines to bring each president to j 
tbo hotel and to seo him safe back to bis j 
camp. Then 1 went aboard the frigate ' 
ami arranged with the captain for the 
Use of four detachments of murines, 
oousisting of four men each. I got tho 
correct nddre.sses of the four presidents 
and started each detuchtneht in time to 
reach its particnlar guest and to bring 
him to tho hotel at 6 o’clock sharp. I 
ordered tho best dinner that tho land- 
lord could get up, and 1 borrowed a 
dozen of cbanipague from tbo captain of 
the frigate, having sampled it on my 
way from the United States and know- 
ing that it was first class iu every re- 
spect. 

‘‘Uf conrse I wasn’t so foolish as to 
let one president know that I had invit- 
ed auy of his rivals. Each man sup- 
posed that he was the ouly guest uud 
naturally came to the conclusion that 1 
meant to recognize him as the ouly law- 
ful president. This made it reasonably 
certain that every oue of the fourw’ould 
come to dinner, and I calculated when 
1 bad gut them comfortably full of tho 
captain's champagne they would be 
ready to listen tc reason. 

‘‘For the first time in the history of . 
Central America my invited guests ar ! 
rived promptly at the hour specified [ 
This wasn’t their fault, for if they 
could have had their way they would I 
i have straggled in at all hours from (i j 
1 to 10. But tho midshipmen that w’ere j 
! iu command of the different escorts ' 
! knew their business and, being ordered j 
i to deliver the presidents to mu at 10 
minutes before 0, bud them on band at 
j the iirecise moment. How they did this 
I never imiuired. One of tho presidents 
; — I think it was Garcia — complained 
; that it was contrary to tho law of ua-, 

\ tiuns for Anierican marines to prod 
■ Central Ann*riean presidents in tho 
i buck with bayonets, but I didn’t take 
! auy notice of what he said, knowing 
I that it would ho impossihio to convince 
i a Central American of the value of 
I punctuality. 

"When the four presidents met, they 
1 were coiisid* rahly surprised, and there 
I would very likely have been a difficulty 
I then and tin n* if 1 hadn’t inudu them a 
I little spe/eh and begged them to ob- 
serve tbi' laws (if linspitulity and to ab- 
I stain troni sliooting on the {ireniises 
! They saw the force of what I said and 
j concluded to keep the iieuce. Each man 
j gave tho otluT a diguified salute, hut 
uut a wonl wouhl one uf them speak to 
j another until dinner was alioiit half 
I over. They then gradually begun to ask 
j one another to pass the salt or to ciren-

Some years ago Jo.seph L. .Stone died in 
Newton, leaving by his will 8:50, (X)o for the 
imrpose of establishing and maluluiiiing a 
home for the support of “aged and respect- 
able men and women.” In 185)4 trustees 
were iiioorporated umler the name (ft the 
“Stone Institute.” The fund was investe<l 
carefully, mid now the trustees think the 
total is such that it warrants their taking 
immediate action to carry out the desires of 
Mr. Stone. Tliey have purchased the 
Pettee place at Newton Upper Fulls, said 
to be the largest dwelling-house in Newton. 
It has twenty-five rooms and is surrounded 
by broad aud delightful grounds. The 
trustees are willing to put the estate in 
order, completely furnish the house and to 
devote the income of the balance of the 
fund toward maintaining the house. They 
need financial assistance from the citizens 
of Newton, and have received so many as- 
surances of such that they think they are 
Justified in moving onward. The iuoome 
from the remainder of the fund will be 
about 82000, besides which there will prob- 
ably be an income from some of the in- 
mates.

Oiitler m Tropical Nun Bho Tried to

The hearts of all patriotic Americans 
have been wrung by the sufferings of 
our erldiers from illnees and famine — 
sufferings that seem to have been 
largely needless. Amid the general 
blackness of the record, the work ot the 
Red Cross shines like a star. Clara 
Barton’s executive ability has been 
throughout in str'king contrast to the 
inefficiency of the commissary depart- 
ment. Mr. George Kennan has 
been telling In the Outlook the story of 
the war in Cuba, as he saw it from d-xy 
to day, and a very Miterestlng story It 
Is. Concerning the Red Cross relief 
work. Mr. Kennan eays: 

"Miss Barton began the work 
of relieving the widespread dis. 
trees and destitution In San- 
tiago With characteristic prompt- 
neee and energy. 'To feed twenty or 
thirty thousand people at once, with 
the limited facilities and the small 
working force at her command, and to 
do it systematically and economically, 
without wastefulness and without con-’ 
fusion, w’os a herculean task; but it was 
a task with which experience and train- 
ing in many fields had made her 
familiar, and she set about it intelli- 
gently and met the difficulties of the 
situation with admirable tact and 
Judgment.” 

After describing the system devised 
by her whereby t^ll in need might be 
reached and fraud avoided, he says in 
conclusion: 

“The Red Cross furnished food In 
bulk to thirty-two thousand half- 
starved people in the first five days 
after Santiago surrendered, and In ad- 
dition fed ten thousand people every 
day In the soup kitchens. I do not w'sh 
to make invidious comparisons, but I 
cannot refrain from saying that I did 
not see any United States quartermas- 
ter In Cuba w’ho. in the short space of 
five days, had unloaded and stored four- 
teen hundred tons of cargo, given hot 
soup daily to ten thousand soldiers, and 
supplied an army of thirty-two thous- 
and men with ten days’ rations. It Is 
a record of which Miss Barton has 
reason to be proud.’’ 

But her work was not confined to the 
mere feeding of the hungry in Santiago. 
She sent large quantities of cereals, 
canned goods and hospital supplies to 
our own soldiers in the camps on the 
adjacent hills; she furnished medicines 
and food for sick and wounded to the 
Spanish prison camp, as well as to the 
Spanish army hospitals, the civil hos- 
pital, and the children’s hospital in tho 
city; she directed Dr. Soyoeo of her 
medical staff to open a clinic and dis- 
pensary, where five surgeons and two 
nurses' gave medical or surg'cal aid to 
more thaln three thousand sick or 
elckening people every day; she sent 
hundreds of tons of ice from the 
schooner Morse to the ho?pitals, the 
camns and the transports going north 
with sick and wounded soldiers; she 
put up tents to oheltor fever strir-keu 
Spanish prisoners from the tropical 
sunshine, and In every way possible she 
tried to alleviate the sufferings caused 
by neglect, Incompetence, famine and 
war. 

Does not auch a woman deserve to 
vote? Years ago, Clara Barton from 
her sick bed sent to the veterans of 
the Civil War this message: 

“When you were weak and i was 
strong, I tolled for you. Now you are 
strong and 1 am weak. Because of my 
work for you, 1 ask your aid. I ask 
the ballot for myself and my sex. As 
1 stood by you, I pray you stand by me 
and mine.” 

In the face of this appeal from Clara 
Barton, ran It be said any longer that 
“the best women do not want to vote”?

“The House of Hidden Treasure” Is the 
longest and most ambitious novel that xMax- 
well Grey has written since “The Silence 
of Dean Maitland,” which still remains the 
best of her novels. There are many hap- 
py things in ‘‘The House of Hidden Treas- 
ure,” It opens with a prolog, which should 
more properly be an epilog, since Its action 
is supposed to take place some 20 years 
later than the following first part of the 
story proper, which occurs in 1HA7, the 
memorable year of the mutiny. The situa- 
tion In that year is ns follows: Sir Geof- 
frey Ilarbord, owner of a great estate, 
Hardwin hall, In northern England, has 
disowned his daughter, Caroline, because 
she had made a runaway match with a 
dR.shlng young officer named Dorrien. All 
this dates back for 20 years, but the old 
man has never relented, though he has 

K erlods of remorse. To take the place of 
Is own child he has adopted Brinson 
Ilythe, his nephew, an indolent, luxurious, ' 
esthetic, selfish man, fond of music, fond of 
his ease, and not at all willing to have a 
reconciliation take place which should Im- 
ueril his grip on the estate. So he skilful- 
ly fans the embers of resentment In Sir 
Geoffrey's mind, in so diplomatic a man- 
ner as to seem friendly to the Dorrlen's, 
and he also keeps up a hypocritical corre- 
spondence with Caroline, who had humili- 
ated him when they were both young. In 
his letters he punishes her with a carefully 
calculated refinement of cruelty by condol- 
ing with her on the straitenon circum- 
stances of herself and her children, and 
telling her affectionately about his own 
boys securely resting In llardwin hall. He 
neglects to ment.on that one is an idiot and 
the other not expected to live, so fully has 
the traditional curse on those born In the 
ancient hall been fulfilled. The Dorrlen’s 
meanwhile have health enough, but no 
wealth. They live In a hap-hnzard fashion 
the colonel depending on loans and the 
winnings of the gaming table for the sup- 
port of an establishment which he never 
thinks of rednoing. To the cares of pe- 
cuniary want is added the tribulation of a 
tomboy daughter, and in an age of seilate 
orinoUne a tomboy is doubly a disgrace. 
“Disgrace” is Inde^ the name bestow^ on 
Grace when she is not called “Jack.” One 
of her pranks, which it must be owned has 
a suspiciously improi able and made-up ap- 

S earance, is her masquerade as a Spanish 
ancer. In which guise she visits her own 
home, dances, plays the guitar, sings in 
Spanish, French and English, and takes up 
a oolleotion— all without being recognized 
by the family I Her escapades culminate 
with a surreptitious visit to llardwin hall, 
in the hopes of propitiating her grand- 
father. She meets a perfidious enemy at 
the door in Brinson Hythe, who assures 
her that her grandfather will not see her. 
She pretends to go home, but really re- 
mains in the iieiidiborhood, and takes ad- 
vantage of Cousin Brinson’s first absence 
to storm the works, taking her grandfather 
by surprise. Her beauty, frankness, and 
wit captivate the lonely old man, and Brin- 
son returns from the hunt to find the enemy 
securely in possession In his desperation 
he resorts to extraordinary means to get rid 
of her. Her horse is shot, and it is alleged 
that the bullet that missed her so narrowly 
was fired by the idiot sou. She goes out 
for a boat ride, and the boat sinks from a 
carefully concealed hold. But she keeps 
her hold on her grandfather’s affections, 
and leaven after a triumphant visit. When 
she is well out of sight, however, the arch 
hypocrite renews his machinations. He 
fills Sir Geoffrey’s ear with falsehodds 
about “Jack,” to which her escapades, .?uoh 
as a spell of gambliog at Monaco, give only 
too valid a foundation. So the plot is im- 
mediately complicated. Both ‘Mack” and 
the villianous Brinson are exaggerated, and 
in that measure lose their interest, while 
there are improbable episodes besides the 
one mentioned above. But there is not a 
little writing of uncommonly good quality, 
and a good picture is given of the manners 
of the ’50’8 in England. The book is pub- 
lished by 1). Appleton «& Co. 

Dorothea Gefhrd, otherwise Mrae. Long- 
ard de Longgarde, writes pleasant novels 
of a modest sort, and if “'Die Impediment” 
(I). Appleton Ss Co.) is not her best, it is 
still not a bad book to while away an hour 
of leisure. Jessie Drummond, the young 
woman with whose affairs the story is 
chielly concerned, is the ambitious daugh- 
ter of an unambitious rural physician in an 
English coast district, la spite of the 
loneliness of which she complains with 
some acerbity, she seeing to have better 
opportunities than the average young wo- 
man, for no sooner has oae young man 
been smitten with her charms and gone off 
to the colonies to win a competence with 
which he may dare to claim her hand than 
a middle-aged or nearly middle-aged baron- 
et w ith one eye and bad health is thrown 
from his bicycle and brought to her home 
for treatment. The result is early foreseen. 
The misguided Jacob, who lias been so 
foolish as to undertake his seven years of 
service without making proper arrange- 
ments for the reward, comes back to find 
that she is another’s Of course the story 
really only begins here, but it would be un- 
fair to carry it too far. 

The late Charles A. Dana's “Recollec- 
tions of the Civil War,” to be published 
shortly by 1). Appleton & Co., forms one of 
the most remarkable volumes of historical, 
political, and personal reminiscences which 
have been given to the public. Mr. Dana 
was not only practically u member of the 
Cabinet and in the confidence of the lead- 
ers of Wushhigton, but he was also the 
chosen representative of the War Depart- 
ment with General Grunt and other mili- 
tary commanders, and he was present at 
many of the councils which preceded move- 
ments of the greatest importance. Mr. 
Dana was selected to sit in judgment upon 
charges of treason, bribery, and fraud, and 
he was familiar with all the inner work- 
ings of the vast machinery which was set 
in operation by the war. Tho Importance 
of this unwritten history is obvious. Fur- 
thermore, Mr. Dana’s own narrative. is re- 
enforced by many letters from Grant, Stan- 
ton, Sherman, and others. 

Mr. Herbert Spencer has recently com- 
pleted an important revision of his “Biolo- 
gy,” and the first volume of the new edi- 
tion, which is much enlarged, will be pub- 
lished immediately by 1). Appleton *Ss Co. 

Three new “Home Reading Books” are 
added to the series with which the Apple- 
tons are laying iiareiits and teachers under 
obligations.

Newton Singfle Tax Club. 

'I’lie 48tli regular nieetlng was held at ‘J.'JO 
Bellevue street, on Monday evening, with 
a generous attendance. 'J'he club listened 
to a very interesting a<ldresh by tlie Bev. 
Samuel BIcliard Fuller of Boston, upon the 
subject of tlie evening, — “'riie assured ad- 
vantages of tiie binglo tax over present sys- 
tem.” After outlining tlie tiieuning and 
purpose of the movement, tlie speaker 
dwelt at some length upon the assnre<l ud- 
vunluges wliicii its success would secure. 

First, 'i'lie Jdberation of J.und; ( omplete 
1 mill -.trial Slavery uwuils only the complete 
luivuie ownersliip of all Imid, for he who 
owns tile land practically, owns tliose who 
live upon tile land, us one who owns tlie 
air would own tliose wlio must breathe tlie 
air. If one man, or group of men, hud ab- 
solute ownersliip of all the land in tlie 
world, all tile dwellers on the globe would 
live only by tlie owner's consent, and on 
such terms us lie and they sliould impose, 
for witliuut land liumun life cannot be sus- 
tained. 

Secoml — 'i'iio ubulitlon of involuntary 
poverty. 

Free access to natuml resources opens a 
po.sslbility to the uiieiiiployed of f(»oil. The 
willing and the capable aiiioiig the unem- 
ployed become producers of tlieir own sus- 
teiiaiice, and liie vicious idle must tlieii 
work or starve. 

1 bird —The increase of wages would 
iiHlurally follow. Free acooss to unused 
laud would raise wages above the deu'l line 
ol bare bUbteiiuiice. When a man is barred 
out Iroiu the soil he will aocept nuts and 
acorns; the starving will gnaw m boot 
sirups. W here he can touch tlie eurlli he 


will accept no wanes below what ho can 
raise from his potato patch, A lowerlngof 
wnne.s at the iiMitrc will drive him hack to 
his tilhine ill the oirciiniferenue. A raising 
of wages at the centre will niinre him to 
the hiaher wages, hut never as a slave. 
The security of liis freedom lle.s in that 
tree access to iinnsed land at the circum- 
ference. 

In .McKinley's homely language, "'Fhe 
Job .seeks the man ; no longer the man seek.s 
the job." 

Fourth -Increase of iiermanent prosperi- 
ty- 

An increase of wages increases the nur- 
cha.oing Rower of the nmssea hirI this is 
the fonnuHtion of all abiding wealth. In- 
crea.se of consnnuition the na.sis of mod- 
ern wealth, and tlie cure of overproduc- 
tion. 

'Phe .secured w elfare of the toiler condi- 
tions the abiding pro.sperity of the nation. 

Fifth— The abolition of all taxation upon 
the products of industry, which act as lines 
and disahiliiy upon that w’hioh should in 
every way he encouraged, vix., productive 
effort. 

Sixth— The iindeimining of special privi- 
lege, that monopoly of special resources 
which is labor's greatest enemy. 

Seventh— The security of the home. 

The permanent and abiding right of oo- 
oupanoy of all land is secured by the single 
payment of the rental value of the land 
upon which the home stands. This title to 
occupancy, subject to no other tax what- 
ever, is vested absolutely in the occupant. 

These advantages may be siinimed up in 
the single statement— The Single Tax 
means Freedom. 

The following paper was presented by a 
member of the club on the ethical advance 
which would be achieved: 

IIENEKITS OF THE SINGLE TAX. 

Many of the economic benefits which 
must result from that administration of 
justice for which the Single Tax 8tand8,are 
manifest, but to iny mind these are by no 
means the least important. 

To supplement our present unjust and 
corrupting method of raising public rev- 
enues, to interdict the further monopoly of 
natural resources and communal products, 
to stimulate industry by relieving its pro 
ducts of ail burdens and lines, and by 
bringing land and labor into normal and 
free relations: all these things are devoutly 
to be desired, and their ensured oonsum- 
matiun ought to enlist the enthusiastic co- 
operation of all unselflsh people. And yet 
when one thinks of the moral interests of 
the race, he realizes that there are yet other 
and more important ends which will be 
subserved while realizing these more ma- 
terial gains. 

Injustice now enters very largely into 
the woof and warp of our economic order, 
and the whole fabric of our civilization is 
inevitably debased in so far in quality and 
value. When the fouudutions are known 
to be a sham, we are sure that the whole 
superstructure, however vast and complete 
and impressive, is destined ere long to be 
leveled to the ground. We also know that 
a true and abiding civilization must be es- 
tablished in justice. None other cun stand. 
'Phis is not only the declaration of right 
rea.^on, but the testimony of all history, 
and until justice is established in nations 
by the recognition and maintenance of 
every man's inalienable rights, unrest and 
revolution are inevitable. The ethical 
signilicunce of the evasion, deception and 
political corruption iiicideht to our present 
order is beyond estimate, and every worthy 
interest of the future, whether individual 
or social, demands that they be done away. 

Further, philantliropio and Christian en- 
deavor, much of which in our times is 
heroic and sincere, can never aohieve its 
ultimate, the spiritual uplifting of the race, 
so long as it is subject to indictment on 
the ground of inconsistency and pretense. 
So long as recognized wrung is condoned 
and tolerated by what the world calls pro- 
fessional Christianity, so long will its 
genuineness be questioned and its eft’ect- 
tiveness dwarfed. 

When religious appeal is freed from the 
taint of dis.sitnulation, when it is found us 
suciuted with that abhorrence of economic 
and communal evil which is most legiti- 
mately and unequivocally demanded of the 
representative Christian todaj’, then will 
the hearts of tlie men be accessible; then, 
and not till llien, will they welcome and 
respond to our ministry. 

'1 liese as it seems to me, are some of the 
larger, more valuable returns, wblcli are to 
be realized by our devotion to the furtlier- 
ance of tliis cause, and all that IS wrought 
for civilization will be .secured to the In- 
dividual who identities liiinself with the 
higlily ethical and unsellisb aims of this 
movement. If any man would rise in 
spiritual manhood and ucbievenieiit and 
satisfaction, let him attacii himself to an 
ethical ideal, who.se star is in the ascend- 
ency, and strive iiatiently and persistently 
for tliat ideal’s consummation 'Phe more 
unselllsli the ideal tlie more splendid and 
tlie more assured will be his return.

"The presidonts listened to niy spooith 
In a very re'pectful way, nnd ivlien it 
was ended old Almonte, who, ns I after- 
ward l(!arnv»d, was the biggest card 
sharp in Torrizonia, said that bo cor- 
f.ially agreed with all his excellency 
the United States minister bad said 
and timt ho was quite ready to play the 
other three gentlemen for the prosi- 
doucy. The other three didn’t semu very 
anxious to play, but first one of them 
and then another said that while ho had 
perfect confidence in the justice of liis 
claim bo would adopt my proposal, 
feeling oertain that the Blessed Virgin 
would see him through all right. The 
npshot was that they all sat down to 
some uncart Illy Spanish -American sort 
of game that I never pretended to un- 
derstand and presently they w’ero play-

"I sat at the end of The table smoking 
» cigar nnd saying to myself that 1 was 
I born diplomat and had made a spleu- 
lid beginning ns minister toTorrizoiiia. 
Jay what you ivill of the presidents, 
hoy wore gentiomen so far as thoir 
manners iveiit, and nobody could have 
been more polite than they were to one 
I another. By nnd by old Almonte smiled 
sweetly to Ciarciu and remarked that, 
iuasmucli as C.arcia Imd revoked or done 
something eiiuivaleut to revoking, he 
was beaten and must consider himself 
out of the game. 

"I never in all my life saw a man 
pull his gnu quicker than Garcia pulled 
his, but, quick ns ho was, he had got in 
only ouo sliot when all the other three 
presidents were on their feet and blaz- 
ing awny promiscuously atone another. 
Naturally 1 dropped nuder the table, for 
it would have been contrary to diplo- 
matic ctiiiuette for mo to take a hand 
in the shooting. All the same 1 hated 
to bo out of ft, for it was one of the 
liveliest difficulties I over struck. It 
didn’t last over four or five minutes, 
and by the cud of that time all four of 
the six shooters were empty, and all 
four presidents were lying on the floor. 
Then 1 got up and called the landlord, 
and after we had found that nobody was 
killed — though every man hud from fwo 
to five bullets in him — I culled up the 
marines, and they carried the presidents 
to the hospital in a sort of procession. 

"My little plan for settling the presi- 
dential dispute liadn’t panned out quite 
as 1 expected, but it wasn’t my fault.

"The four presidents lay in the hos- 
pital exactly six weeks. None of them 
was severely wounded, and Mioy might 
all have been diseharged after ten days 
or a fortnight, but the doctor said that 
not a man sliould stir until his wound 
had cntirtly healed, I went to see the 
presidents every day and got to bo (piito 
friendly vvitli the wbolo gang of them.

You 
see tliut if one of the presidents eould 
have got out of the hospital a day or 
tivo in udvauco of the others ho would 
have hud a free field and could have 
seized tlio presidency without any op- 
position. 

"According to their account, those 
four men must liavo paid the doctor an 
average of $1,1100 each in bribes, ui.d 
each one tbonglit that he was getting 
bis money’s worth and stealing a mareli 
on his rivals. Thu doctor, being a prac- 
tical man, took all the money that was 
offered him and earned it honestly by 
keeping the men in the hospital. When- 
ever one of the presidents oomplained 
that he was being kept in longer than 
w’as necessary the doctor would tell 
him that there were certain cumplica- 
tious in his case that made it aecessury 
for him to remain in bed a siiort time 
longer, but at the same time bo prom- 
ised that under no circumsianees would 
ho allow any one of his rivals to leave 
the hospital in advance of him. 

"Being Spanish- American, with a 
native talent for lying in bed, and feel- 
ing sure that tliu doctor would keep bis 
woril about not letting any of the other 
men out of hospital too early, each 
president was middling well satisfied 
with the way things shaped tlienir-i-lves 
They were all so sure of the presideney 
that they eonstautly bothered mo to 
recognize them tlien and there, but 1 
always put them off by saying that 1 
hud written home for instrnetions and 
felt sure that my governmeut would 
direct mu to recognize the best man.

tions saying that bo Imd resolved to put ' 
an end to the era of revolutions In Tor- ' 
rizonla and to give the people ponce and | 
seonrity. ! 

"Tlio landlord said that the rovoln- 
tion had opened at precisely 1 1 o’clock I 
In the evening nnd timt there had been | 
no resistance to Moreno, who had al- 
ready received the submission of all the 
troops belonging to the four prcsidoiits. 

I was a little - astouisbed to hear the 
nows, for the doctor was the last man 
in Torrizonia whom I would have sug- 
pected of taking part in politics. How- 
ever, ho was a very popular mau, nnd I 
was, on the whole, glad to remember 
that ho had all his rivals safe in the 
hospital nnd could threaten them with 
amputation of the logs if they didn’t 
submit to him and withdraw their 
olainifl to the presidency 

" 'Have you heard,’ said I to the 
landlord, ‘whether the now president 
has made any arrangoniouts with the 
presidents in the bo.spitnl?'

Yon 
cun trust the good doctor to nmko a 
clean job of anything ho nudertakes. 
He i.s a great man, and be will make 
the best president we have over had. ’ 

“1 called on President Moreno that 
morning and congratulated him. He 
was far and away the cleverest nmu 1 
ever met in Central America, and he 
held on to his office for nearly eight 
years before ho was assassinated by the 
general in chief of the army 1 was 
Borry when be was killed, for 1 like a 
man who understands practical politic.s, 
and, while I don't deny that ho must 
have disappointed the four presidents 
considerably, be did what was the only 
thing for a practical politician to do. ’’

MR. WILSON ELECTED. 


Mr. Wilson, the c‘in(li«late of the Repub- 
lican “lejulers,” was elected by some 382 
majority, although Newton gave Governor 
Wolcott about six times that in tlie state 
election. It was a much closer fight than 
the figures show, however, and it took a 
great amount of work, and of pressure in 
many directions, to bring about the result. 
Up to Saturday the Citizens were confident 
that Mr. Wilson was beaten, but Saturday 
night a canard w’as started from some 
source that Mr. Inman was a member of 
the A. P. A., and although promptly 
denied, a lie always travels fa.ster than the 
trntb, and it was so industriously oirculated 
that it is believed to have changed some 
300 votes from Inman to Wilson. Such a 
style of campaigning is not unfamiliar in 
Newton city elections, us was shown in the 
disreputable campaign sheet tliat the Wilson 
managers sent out the day before election, 
full of false statements and low vitupera 
tioD. It represented pretty accurately, 
however, the methods of what is called the 
Republican Ring, and furnishes the strong- 
est arguments for the weeding out and re- 
formation of the Republican Ward and 
City Committee. 

It is also said that pressure was brought 
to bear upon certain of the city depart- 
ments, which may or may not be true, but 
certainly various ofiioials w'ere uncommonly 
active just prevous to election, in much the 
same manner as if there were in reality a 
City Hall ring. Apparently the pow’ers 
that be were very much afraid that Mr. In- 
man would be elected. 

The Citizen’s party managers, on the 
other hand, were badly handicapped by 
lack of funds, and by the strange reluct- 
ance of many former leading members af 
theparty to come out openly in favor of the 
movement, although they pledged them- 
selves to do what they could privately. 
This caused most of the work to fall upon 
a very few men, and the chairman, Mr. 
Edward O. liurdou, managed wonderfully 
well, considering that this was his first 
active participation in a campaign. He 
had to contend against men who had been 
managing campaigns in Newton for year.«, 
who were thorouglily organized, and who 
had plenty of money. There were only 
tw'o weeks to organize the Citizen’s party, 
and to run tiie campaign, and the fact tliat 
tlie usual Itepublieun majority was cut 
dowu to less than 400 would seem improb- 
able hud it not been accomplished.

Rut more Important i.ssues were at 
stake, and In one in.stanoe at least the Ring 
has received a decisive rebuke. It may bo 
regarded as settled, now, that Chestnut Hill 
hasdecideil to stay in the Newton family 
awhile longer. 

The next contest in point of interest was 
that between Alderman Ileymer and Mr. 
E. W. Warren of Ward Five, Charges of 
bad faith and siiarp practice were bandied 
hack and forth, as Is usual in Ward Five 
politics, and in regard to that ward, outsid- 
ers have reached the onnoluslon that it is 
safe to believe all that each side say of 
each other. Ward Five politics are very 
peculiar. Mr. Warren won by some 240 
votes, and it is to be regretted that this 
leaves the lively and growing village of 
Waban without a representative. 

In Ward One, Alderman Rriston was de- 
feated by a little over 200 votes, and No* 
nantum has gained a representative again, 
the chief objection to Mr. Rriston being 
that he lived on Pearl street, and not in the 
Nonantum village. 

The Ward Tw’o contest did not arouse 
much interest, as the Democratic candidate 
was but little known, and Alderman 
Lothrop was an easy winner, receiving the 
highest vote oast, except that for Mr 
Lowell, the latter leading all the candi- 
dates whose seats were contested. 

Alderman Niles was also an easy winner, 
leading Mr. Ensign by some 780 votes. 

In the contests for ward aldermen, the 
winners are Oliver M. Fisher of Ward One, 
J, M. Stickney of Ward Two, Marcus Mor- 
ton of Ward Three, and Walter Chesley of 
Ward Five. In the three other wards there 
were no contests, and the aldermen- elect are 
Quincy Pond of Ward Five, A, S. Norris of 
Ward Six, and A. R. Wee<i of Ward Seven. 

Taken as a whole the board promises to 
be one of the strongest Newton has had in 
years, and good work may be expeoteil of 
this branoh of the next city government. 


PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD. 


The caucus for the nomination of presi- 
dent of the board of aldermen will be held 
on Thursday of next week, and the choice 
is of more special interest to the members 
themselves than to outsiders. 

This year the President has been Aider- 
man White of Newton Highlands, and the 
great trouble has been that he has been so 
easy-going that meetings have dragged 
along till after midnight, because members 
have been allowed to ramble *‘ull round 
Robin Hood’s barn,” in their speeches, 
and have not been kept closely to the sub- 
ject in hand. Mr. White is a very genial 
man, but he has the defects of his virtues, 
and these prevent him from being an efii- 
cient presiding oificer. He dislikes to give 
offence, by calling members to order, and 
the result has been that the uidernian’s 
room has been a regular torture-chamber 
for members who w ent there for business 
and not to improve tiieir oratorical gifts. 

Several of the recent meeiiiigs liave been 
presided over by Alderman Kiiowltoii of 
Ward Five, and the result has been tliat 
mauy of the old members are eiithusiastio 
advocates for liis election as President of 
the board. In ali the involved discussion 
over the appropriation bill, he never lost 
his head, but kept a tight hold upon tlie 
reins, and his decisions were so fair, and 
his rulings so clear that the board always 
sustained them. Meetii.gs tliat threatened 
to be Indefinitely protracted, were brought 
to an end in a comparatively reasonable 
time, and the business members ail endorse 
him as a candidate. 

Under his leadership it is probable that 
tliere would be iio need of extra appropri. 
atioiis for carriages, on account of sessions 
protracted until after midnight, and he 
seems to be in every way equipped for u 
model presiding officer.

' PRIMITIVE MAN AND FIRE. | 

IVh» Ihr WnriiKr flenHtii Did Ifol An- 
nlhllntr Hnninn l.lfe. 

If, »*i seems prohnhio, fho arln nl fenrof 
men wns nequirod and Is not imtiirnl to 
tljolr minds, it is not v^ry clonr hoVv Iho 
very onriy tribes of iiu*:), when tho liir 
ger enriilvorons nnimnls wero far iiioro 
numerous than now, osrnped dnstnicHon 
and snrvlvcMi l»)ng enough to impress on 
tho nnimni world the sense of fear by 
which man nf)w ilominntes it. Regnrdr>f1 
tiiercly ns a conflict botw<H?n one class of 
animals and another, tho result should 
not-linvo lM>en doulitful. Man ought to 
have disnp|M>nr(Hl from tho face of tho 
earth, or, in any case, to have retreatcwl to 
remote strongholds in regions not fre- 
quented by tho linnsts. That ho did not 
do so, hut turned tlio tallies on tho liettor 
equi^ed offunsivo creature. Is fair pro- 
sunipiivo evidence tliat original man 
never was on a level with tho animals in 
intelilgenee, but wns equipped with tho 
predominant liraln ]iower wliieh has put 
him ahead in tho race over since. 

Primitive mnn,liternliy speaking, "lived 
by his wits," for ho could have owed his 
survival to little else. Ho was not, for ex- 
ample, nearly so well equipped as tho 
monkeys for physical dofonso or flight, 
though their survival is not altogether 
easy to explain on purely physical grounds. 
Tholr power of using their arms and 
hands ns a means of swinging rapidly 
from branch to branch gives them an ad- 
vantage over ail tho tree climbing cals. 
Their habit of throwing missiles is also 
very disconoertlng to other animals, though 
this art is only praotioed by oortain mon- 
keys. 

But their rapid and intelligent combina- 
tion for defense, menace and lookout duty 
has contributed quite as much to their 
survival as their Rjicod and activity. In 
tropical America even tho memkeys are 
hard put to it to csoapo tho attacks of such 
active and formidablo foes as tho harpy 
eagle and tho ocelot. But It cannot be 
proved that even the most debased or 
physically weakest of mankind has over 
boon tho "natural prey” of that "natural 
enemy” which, according to Sir Samuel 
Baker, is tho nightmare of nearly every, 
speoios of noncarnivorouB animal. 

The causes which make exceptions to 
this rule arc temporary and narrowly local. 
Even tho Greenlander and the Eskimo are 
tho masters of tho polar licar, and prob- 
ably always have been, though little bet- 
ter armed than primitive man, and tho 
pygmies of tho Central African forests are 
mighty hunters. It may oven bo that the 
neighborhood of florco animals aided tho 
early dovelopmont of man, for tho least 
dovoloped races arc largely found in such 
places as Tierra del Fuego, whore in tho 
absonr.) of savage beasts savage man had 
no inducement to arm and equip himself. 

But man has had an even more potent 
ally than his own ingenuity which from 
ronioto antiquity has iuvostod iilni in tiie 
mind of tho animal world with siimothing 
of tho sui.ornatural. Ho is ever accom- 
panied by tho ono olomont which the ani- 
mal mind cannot create, cannot under- 
stand, stands In constant awo of and 
dreads by night, when its courage is great- 
est and that of man least steady. Flro. 
that pillar of cloud and flaiiio which jiro- 
cedos not tho aggregate human host, but 
tho smallost fragment of tho invading 
army, the constant anddroitded harbinger | 
of Iiuman presonce, springing up, as the 
boasts must think, nutomaticully from the 
earth wherever man rests his Ijody, guard- 
ing him in sleoping and waking, always 
associatqd with his ahodo, has for ages tor- i, 
rilled tho beasts. — London Spectator. 


The I-'nK:UiiIi Farm Laborer. 

Most people unacquainted with tho rou- 
tine of a farm liavo a notion that a farm 
laborer's dutic.saroof ihesim]ilest descrip- 
tion. A w riter on the subjeot In Ixmg- 
man’s Maga/.ine s.-iys: 

“'ro such people I would say lot them 
try any ono of them, even tho easiest, such 
as 'fieing’ a diteii, and I think tliat they 
will change their vows. In truth, there is 
no single operation on tho bind that does 
not re(]uire a very consideraldo amount of 
skill to perform it properly, and this skill, 
acquired liy years of practice, tho agricul- 
tural Inliorcr iiiits at the service of any 
ono who will pay him l.S shillings a week 

"Moreover, there is no nonsense almut 
eight hours a day with him. With lirief 
intervals for fond, ho works from d to d, 
or more, or in winter from daylight to 
dark. Indeed horsemen and cattlemen 
work longer. Moreover, wlien calves or 
foals are expected, tliey,havo often to sit 
up all night, perhaps for* tho best part of a 
week, and this without extra charge 
Likewise holidays are for them prnctieal- 
ly nonexistent, and if tho weather sliould 
bo such that it is impossihle for farm work 
to continue they go home and aru docked 
of their wages."

“PEOPLE'S RIGHTS USURPED.' 


AVM. LLOYD OAHniSON SAYS TIIK NATION 

WAS F0HC;KD into WAH— IIK DEI’LOIIES 

THE EXPANSION TENDENCY. 

William Lloyd Garrison addressed the 
Massachusetts W'oman’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion in Boston, Tuesday afternoon on im- 
perialism. He said that since the civil war 
the nation has steadily been tending toward 
conditions which, in the old world, it hi 
been our custom to deplore. 

“Our pride and boast were that we w/re 
not like foreign despotisms; that solf-/ov- 
erninent means peace and justice; thm the 
United States welcomed to its prosiierous 
shelter the poor and oppressed of al/lands. 
Under this creed, although often Violated, 
the wortd hus witnessed with uiuuzement 
a growth and happiness unmutclrad in his- 
tory. 

“In all nations the phases of decline pro- 
claim themselves in the repudiation of 
ideals hitherto held. When Athens be 
came corrupt it was natural that citizens 
should tire of hearing Aristides called ‘the 
just.’ In like manner a nation steadily de- 
parting from its initial principles must in 
time scoff at and disclaim them.” 

Continuing, he told how a nation, with 
no desire ofitsownto engage in foreign 
war or conquest, found itself committed to 
both without the opportunity of expressing 
its legal opinion according to the constitu- 
tlonui method of a democracy. No more 
unjustiiiable usurpation of tlie peo, tie’s 
rights, he said, cun be shown undei the 
rule of the czar than this forced war with 
Spain into which the unconsulted people 
were ))lunged. 

"This extraordinary power in the hands 
of one man is incompatible with free gov- 
ernment. 

“Entering into a war under the pretense 
of liberating Cuba, we have grabbed with- 
out a scintiiluof moral right, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. Instead of con- 
ferring upon them the boon of self-govern- 
ineiit— tlie sole justilication for beginning 
hostilities— we have steadily drifted to tlie 
coiicluslon that they are unlitted to govern 
tliemselves.” 

Mr. Garrison spoke of the effects of sui>- 
porting an army of 1UU,UU0 soldiers. In 
contradistiiictioii to our system of general 
education, a camp is a school of iniquity. 

"Tlie profession of murder does not 
breed respect for the other coiiimuiidineiits 
which are coiiipunions to ‘Thou shalt not 
kill.’ As well send a lad to the galleys as 
to tile army, suy the u«iuntry people, aud 
they are right. 

"You cannot taken man away from his 
duties for three of the most iiiipressionubie 
years of his life and expect hiia to return 
to those duties the same docile and indus- 
trious creature ho was. 

“If. us a nation, we are ooniniitted to the 
course inurked out by the iinperial spirit, 
the lirst business for us Is to hr ' *

SKATED TO HIS DEATH.

The treacherous Ice on Crystal Lake 
Newton Centre, claimed another victim 
.Monday morning, Raymond G., the lO-year- 
old .son of Cyrus S. Chapin of 848 Beacon 
st retd. 

Rohert, his brotlier, who is two years 
older, left his home immediatoiy after 
brenktast for a half hour’s skating on 
Crystal Lake before going to school. 

Skating lin<l been enjoyed for several 
days on the pond.and tlie ice Vas supposed 
to be safe. Airholes and springs, liowever, 
had weakened the surface In places, and 
the ice. never verj' safe on tliis pond, wa.s 
In an unnsnally tlangerons condition. 

Robert skated well out onto the 
lake, going some distance further from the 
shore tiian any of his comrades. In about 
ten minutes Raymond came to the edge of 
the pond, and putting on his skates, started 
out to join his brother. When within 
twenty feet ho called for help. With 
out a warning ernok the ice gave way under 
them both about 5(X) feet from the Lake 
avenue shore, and witli loud cries (or help 
they were precipitated into the lev water. 

Help was at hand. Mr, Josepii Byers 
and young Joseph Loring brought a 
ladder and several icemen employed 
by G. 11. Ellis ran to their aid, and 
shoved a long ladder out over the thin 
ice to the open water, where the hoys were 
struggling. Thu older lad managed to 
grasp it, and was safely drawn to firm ice. 

Itay, however, appeared too uhilled and 
benumbed to take advantage of the means 
of rescue. Several times he grasped at tho 
ladder, but failed to retain his hold. While 
other means of rescuing him were being 
devised he sank out of siglit. 

Police lieadqnarters was notified, and 
Sergt. Bartlett, with Patrolmen TalTe, 
Voting, Nagle, Tapley, Mills and Seaver, 
with the assistance o[ several firemen from 
the Newton Centre headquarters, were 
soon engaged in grappling for the body. It 
was recovereil within half an hour by 
Fireman Perkins. 

The elder boy was taken to a neighbor- 
ing house, and after restoratives had been 
applied, was apparently little the worse 
for his culit bath. The remains of Ray 
Chapin were viewed by .Medical Examiner 
Meade and turned over to his family. 

Tlie funeral services were hehl at tlie 
house ut noon, Wednesday, Rev. E. .M. 
Noyes, pust'ir of the First Congregational 
church, utficiating, assisted by Rev.Edwanl 
Bradley of Lincoln. The interment was at 
Lincoln, the summer home of the Chapins.

There was 
no need for the sewer, and he wished to be 
recorded in remonstrance. 

Mr. Luitwleler represented the several 
petitioners, and spoke in favor of the | 
scheme. The hearing was then closed. , 
No one appeared on either side when the 
hearings were called on the proposed tak- 
ing of land for sewers in Terrace avenue, ' 
Ward r», and Gardner street. Ward 1. ! 

The next called was on the propo.sed | 
widening of Lexington street. Ward 4. Mr. , 
W. E. Scribner was the only remonstrant. ' 
When the hearing on the widening of , 
Washington street. Lower Falls, from ^ 
Wales street to the Charles river, came up. 
Mr. Meade made several inquiries regarding 
the plans, and to what effect his property 
might bo affected. He spoke at some length 
on the threats of former city governments 
to widen this strip, and their failure to do 
so. "If the city means business at this 
time,” said Mr. Meade, ‘T dp not wish to 
stand in the waj-, but will favor It.” 

A letter was read from Fred Curtis in 
behalf of himself and IL A. Curtis, in 
which he remonstrated. A communica- 
tion objecting to the plan was read from

The next hearing was on the proposed 
widening of Walnut street, from Elm road 
to Beacon street.

He personally favored the plan, and 
thought it a benefit, but wished to be placed 
on record as a remonstrant in behalf of 
himself and other trustees owning a large 
amount of land in that section. 

Mr. C. F. Eddy, in behalf of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation, said the trustees of 
the Newton cemetery were in favor of it. 

Mr. S. J. Hrown in a letter to the mayor 
was in opposition. 

Mr. E. W. Hlshop made several inquiries 
as to the cause of this matter being con- 
sidered at this time, and in what form it 
came before the city government. 

President WhJte said that Mr. Morse and 
other trustees of the Newton Land & Im- 

f movement Co., had offered part of their 
and for the widening, and the board was 
anxious to obtain the feeling of residents 
and property owners. 

Mr. Ii, F Uoss was a remonstrant. He 
thought the removal of the trees would 
greatly deface the line appearance of the 
street. The street was enough of a thor- 
oughfare, and the widening not necessary. 

Mr. Clieney, a property owner between 
Elm road and Newtonville square, said the 
scheme was only tlie beginning of a boule- 
vard from Newtonville square to Newton 
Jlighlands. He went on to sliow how such 
a beginning was inexpedient at nresent, 
and that the street as a residential section 
would be greatly Injured. 

Mr, Monroe, appearing for Mr. Clatlin, 
was opposed to the plan, and failed to see 
what ueneiit might be ilerived. The street 
was now popular as a residential section, 
and could not alford to be spoiled. 

Mr. E. C. Dudley was opposed, as was 
Mr. H. IJrown. 

Mr. E. \V. liishop referred to the t«lan us 
a possible attempt to prepare for a secoml 
track for the Newton & Ho>ton .Street Itail- 
way. 'J'liis was not needed. He thought 
it unju.st to residents of Walnut street to 
make any change that might effect it as a 
desirable as well as a residential section. 
He presented a petition w ith manv of the 
property ow ners on the street w’ho signl- 
fined their remonstrance.

'i nis .Mderman .Niles o|»po.sed. lie said 
the building if put on the present liigelow 
site would cost nut ^7.'>,Nio,wliile if thepro- 
posed Underwood lot was taken the extra 
cost would be ^42,000. more lie thought 
the liigelow school could be moved, uiid 
the new building coiist'ucte^i at much le.^s 
cost than the Underwo4jd .-c!«tmu involved 
In reply to .Aldei niun Lowell he said that

Alderman Dana did not think that all 
had been sabl on the matter that might 
liave been.

Alderman Hunt thought the matter i 
should go back to the public property com* i 
mittee for further consideration.

Alderman Lyman siii*! there appeared to 
bo two factions in the matter.

This kills practically all schemes relative 
to the widening of Walnut street for some 
time to come. It was suggested by Alder- 
man Nagle that the matter was a dead 
issue, inasmuch ns the only parties favor- 
ing it were Newton cemetery tru.stees.

There is one formative period in the life 
of the repuhlic wliich we know all about; 
Lincoln thii.n re.states it in his immortal 
sticech at Gettysburg: "Fourscord and 
seven y* ars ago our fathers brought forth 
upon this continent a new nation conceived 
in liberty and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal.” Thus was 
tlie republic "formed” at It.s formative 
period. 

A war much greater than the petty skir- 
nii.shiiig with decrepit Spain had taken 
place w hen President Lincoln spoke, yet 
no departure from the principles of the 
fathers was proclaimed, no "new forma- 
tive period” ill the ;Iife of the nation was 
thought of by that great president. There- 
in he differs from President McKinley. 

On the contrary, the speech ends stating 
that the dead shall not have died in vain 
who gave the last measure of full devotion 
that the old "formed” foundation might re- 
main unimpaired, that "government of the 
people, for the people, and by the people 
shall not perish from the faceof the earth.” 

The issue between Americanism and im- 
perialism is very clear. The one stands in 
defense of the doctrines established by 
Washington, Franklin, Adams, Jefferson, 
and others of the fathers, as restated by 
Lincoln after a really great struggle. 

Imperialisii), after petty skirmishes with 
a weak forlgii power, suggests that a new 
"formative period” has arrived which ren- 
ders it iieces.sary to discaid the doctrines 
upon which the republic is founded. 

It lauglis to scorn the principle that "gov- 
ernment derives its just powers from the 
consent of the governed.” For "that all 
men are created free" it substitutes the 
purchase of eight millions of people at 
S‘2.50 a head in the Philippines, like so 
many cattle, without their consent. That 
"life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness” are "inalienable rights,” that 
"wherever the Hag waves” "any man’s 
privilege is every man’s right,” are to the 
imperialist fictions that have had their day. 
That the "Hag proclaims the equality of the 
oitiZHii.” the imperiali.st discards and holds 
tliat tills Ihig, .that hitherto has stood for 
eipial rigMits to all, shall hereafter make 
citizens of one part of the people and sub- 
jects of another part. 

We who stand for the American doctrine 
enter our protest— we prefer the old doc- 
trines to tlie new. 

The- president is pledged anew by his 
message to "aid the Cfubaiis to establish a 
free and independent government” of their 
own. So far we u|)huld and applaud him ; 
this IS the Amerijuii doctrine, uiid he is no 
imperialist here. Wliat we insist upon is 
that what is right under the American doc- 
trine for Cuba is right for the Philippines; 
that what is due to the people of Cuba is 
due to the people of the Pliilippmes— that 
they shall not be bought and sold like 
cattle, nor shall tlie forces of the republic 
be used to shoot down men whose only 
crime is that they request to be alloweu 
free and independent government. 

We w’ho stand upon the doctrines of the 
fathers so finely restated by Lincoln are 
sometimes said to be unpatriotic. If it has 
becoiin* unpatriotic to stand for the 
"Declaration c»f iiideiiendencp,” for the 
"Constitution of the United States,” for 
Washington’s farewell address, for Ainerl- 
cuiiism, we are indeed fallen upon evil 
times, blit, there, Mr. Editor, we must 
still stand. Let those seek strange goils 
who feel need of them. We rest content 
with the old.

In tho eolniiial possessions of the United 
States wliich lie close to our borders, nr are 
at least a part of this continent, it might be 
wise to retain for ourselves exclusive trad- 
ing privileges. Trade with Cuba and Porto 
Rico miglit be regarded as coastwise trade, 
and it would be feasible and fair for us to 
extend to ail that territory wliatever tariff 
regulations might exist at homo. 

As to the Philippines, an entirely differ- 
ent consideration presents itself. It is im- 
possible to tell what the demands of trade 
may be In those islands under tho new de 
parture. and it Is equally impossible to say 
whether it would be advisable for us to 
undertake the commeroial obligations 
which exclusive trading privileges would 
impose. 

It Is a question in my mind whether 
American shipping, in its present condi- 
tion, would be equal to so largo an under- 
taking. 

It seems to mo that we need a great de- 
velopment of our shipping capacity if we 
intend to monopolize the trade of the 
Philippine. 

Perhaps the wisest course at first would 
be to have at least a partially open door in 
the Philippines to foreign trade, with 
whatever reasonable privileges for our- 
selves may suggest themselves naturally at 
once, or as the course of trade is developed.

and to stare with mere dovonring spec- 
tacles. “Shu’s 1,5U0 ton. 1 cummunded 
her in ISoO. To think of it, ha! That 
she should bo passing yonder under my 
very nose!” 

Ho favored mo with nmny reflections 
upon the passage of years and the 
changes which happen in a man’s life 
1 have no room for them in these pages. 
Meauw’hilo I w’atched tho hull as she 
towed slowly by, and now (inito clearly 
saw that she was a merchant man of 
tho old East Indiamuu type. Sho might 
have been a sister ship to the Elenheim 
or tho Alfred. Sliolmd large open ports, 
like gun ports, and a row of big cabin 
windows along the lino of her poop 
deck. Her faint gilt work glanced as 
her Hcimire handsome stern floated round 
the bend of ttio slioro and disappeared. 
And still the old man by my side mor- 
alized on life, occasionally pulling out 
a great silver watch and looking upon 
it, us though the power of resisting 
time had suddenly left liiiu. 

, Eomewliut later while w’o still sat 
together he told me tlio story — a (^leer. 
tragical memory of an emigrant ship 
He shall relate it himself, and I’ll help 
him us he goes along. 

“It was in September, 1850, that 1 
sailed from the Thames in the Ramil- 
lies, the poor, sorrowful old hull that's 
just gone past, but in those days .wbut 
was she? Notliing more quei'nly over 
lifted a truck to the stars. Aye, and stie 
was an old ship even then. In that year 
1*111 telling you of she was owned by a 
smull firm in Eilletur street. When she 
oainu out of drydock, she looked a 
brand new vessel, gilded afresh, repaint- 
3d, her sheathing new. We hauled out 
on a Monday, and every mother’s sou 
of the people 1 was in charge of was 
aboard, lUU 'tween deok pussengers, a 
number in the steerage, 40 in tlie cuddy 
and u large sliip's company, making in 
all 210 souls Wu were bound to Ado 
laido, South Australia. We were mostly 
Britons. 1 guess by the uceentsl caught 
that every county was reiuesented in 
tho ’tween ducks. There was plenty of 
Bcutland guing, tiMi, both in the steer 
age and in the saloon, nor was Ireland 
a-missiiig. nor Wales. But w u had some 
real foreigners likewise, i twigged sev- 
eral bilious skins when 1 leaned over 
the rail and took a look at tlie people in 
the waist and on the iiiuin deck. 

“1 don’t know how passengers are 
divided in these days on board ship. In 
those times wu nnulu three di visions of 
them according to their money. First 
the suiuuu tolks; they bedded and 


boarded under tho poop. Then tho 
Bteerago pc’oiile; tiiey slept and lived 
in quarters under the cuddj’, bulkhead- 
ed off from tho ’tween decks, and they 
passed out through a hatch in tbo cud- 
dy, but were not perii|itted to use tho 
poop. Then the ’tween decks lot, all 
under the main hatch, far aft, as tho 
forecastle hulkhend w’as their living 
room. Rough cabins had been knocked 
up for tho married couples; tho single 
women slept abaft, partitioned off ; tbo 
men lay in shelves, side by side in 
fours, convict fasliiuu, with a batt'’n 
between tho 8lco{(crH to stop them from 
grow’ing mixed in their dreams. 

“The first class passengers were well 
enough, nnd tho steerage people for tho 
most part respectable, bnt never had I 
bfeen shipmate before w’ith a wilder, 
hairier, grimier lot than tho people who 
lodged in tho ’tween decks. They ^ind 
a kitchen to themselves; it was built 
just before tho ship’s galley. There 
you’d SCO them crowding abont tbo 
doors at mealtimes flourishing their 
hook pots, yelling to bo served, wrestling 
and fighting like a drunken mob up an 
alley. I can’t say that 1 particularly no- 
ticed tho people at tho first going off 
An Irishman took my sight by his ugli- 
ness. His squint twisted his pupils into 
his nose, nnd his scowl was like a corse 
flnug at ( verything he turned his scoun- 
drel face upon. 

“A couple of foreigners I recollect 
looking at on one or tw’o occasions (lur- 
ing this early time. Th(’y were Italians, 

I fancied, a man and a woman, steerage 
passengers, and when they got over 
their seasickness they’d conic on deck 
and lodge themselves in one place close | 
together, just under tho break of the , 
poop. The man w’us a rather good look- 
ing fellow of the pastry cook or Italian 
organ grinder type, yellow as leather, 
with a pair of dead black, but flaming 
eyes, nnd a huge mustache, w’hich ho 
had so pulled out without spiking that 
it stood athwart like a capstan bar un- 
der his nose. His companion vvas a pale 
young woman of four or five and twen- 
ty, not ill looking, though I never met 
a woman’s face ‘that pleased mo south 
of 5U degrees. I supposed them husband 
and wife. 

“Wo met with some dirty weather in 
tho channel which cleared our decks of 
tho people. There was much heaving 
and yali-hoiug below and small comfort 
and notning to eat if it was fetched, 
and scarcely d' g’s food at that, but in 
those days the ( migrant, whether boniul 
to America or to Australia, was the 
most ill u.'-od, cheated, starved and be- 
trayed po(.r devil that ever stood or 
tried to stand up on two legs. Tho con- 
vict V. as baiidsomtly used in cnnipari- 
sou. 'llie In.m’sr laborers, fraurant with 
hayseiil; the red clieeked young woman, 
still sweet with the scent of tho udder; 
tho respectable, gray baind but broken 
father, call him an unlortumite solicitor, 
with a wile and four tall children — 
these people, tho like of them, in scores 
were tumbled into a floating pit lighted 
by a lamp which filled tlie place wdtli a 
stench of bnruing fat. They were fed on 
beef tho boys could have chiseh’d into 
tops, on pork who.se smell when boiled I 
bus served in the tropics to kec’p a shi]) 
clear of sharks, battened down in foul 
W'eather till one after another would 
swoon with tho atmosphere of tlieir own 
oroation, with nothing to remember bur 
rugs and famine at home and w’ith noth- 
ing to look forward to but four or five 
stormy months of squalor and bread 
worms. 

“Wo struggled down cbanuol against 
a hard head wind, and all went well 
till wu chan*ged the weather into a high 
but sun and the green ridges of the bay 
into a lung heave of summer swell 
wrinkled by a light breeze out of north- 
east. Everything fore and aft had shak- 
en down into its place by this time. It 
was a morning in October. I went on 
duck after breakfast, and, though this 
was not my first command by several, 1 
was brought to a stand with a sudden 
souse of tho weight of my trust when, 
alter stepping out of the comijuuiouway. 

1 sent a look forward and around. 

“Tho poop was full ; every cuddy pas- 
senger was on deck. The awning was 
spread ; ladies reclined in easy chairs in 
the shadow. I went forward as fur as 
tho rail at the break of tho poop and 
found tho decks from tho cabin front 
under mo to tho forecastle head littered 
with groups of tlie steerage and ’tween 
dock people. That old ship yon just now 
saw towing by made a noble show us 
) she sat upnight on the blue brine, cloth- 
1 ed to her royal mustheads. Tlie water 
I ttlougsidu was white with the light of 
tlie oTerhuuging, studding sails. Tho 
canvas breathed like the brcuHts of a 
I woman as they sank in and tilled with 
I the light breeze, and from under the 
I bows on either hand lines of light like 
j wires of gold stole aft, ineetiiig in a 
I furrow under the counter for the full 
splendor of the sun to dazzle in till tlie 
beautiful ship looked us sheslow’ly roll- 
ed forward us though she towed a sheet 
of flame astern of her. There was uutli- 
iug in sight. Our three spires rose soli- 
tary into the splendor amid the silence 
of that wide space of flashing sea. 

“I stood ut the head of the starboard 
poop ladder, where I could command a 
View of tho emigrants. Tho mate, a 
flue seaman, named Lever, paced the 
deck near me, on the lookout. 1 called 
to him aud asked some questions about 
tho people— ^matters of ditlieulty in con- 
auction with the food and thealluwaueo 
of water, lie told me that the siiuiut- 
iug Irishman was a dangerous ruffian

WUO PAYS THE TAXES? 

The great argument lu favor of all these 
expensive government enterprises is that 
the nation is rich and can afford It. The 
wealth of the nation can hardly be ex- 
pressed In figures, it Is true, but does the 
wealth of the nation pay the taxes, which 
have to be levied for all these improve- 
ments? Does Mr. Rockfeller, for instance, 
with his three hundred millions, pay taxes 
on that vast sum? The events of the past 
year show that he does not, and that he 
violently objects to paying taxes on any- 
thing like the value of his real estate even, 
while all his other millions escape. He of 
course pays taxes just like poor men ou the 
food he eat and the clothes he wears, but 
this is only what every one has to pay. 
Being enormously rich he can secure the 
means to avoid being taxed,and he does so. 
But Mr. Rockfeller only represents the 
millionaire class generally,and their evasion 
of taxes is a notorious fact. 

Take all this non- taxed property out of 
the equation, and only include property 
that is forced to pay taxes, and the nation 
is not so very rich. Real estate pays taxes, 
it is true, and the landlord adds it on to the 
rent, the manufacturer pays taxes,and adds 
it to the price of his goods, and in the end 
the tax falls on the consumer, the person 
least able to bear it. 

An income tax would have equalized 
matters somewhat, but this was defeated, 
chiefly by the efforts of the men who would 
have had to pay the larger portion of it. 
Here in Massachusetts the state income tax 
is largely a farce, and the value of personal 
property that is included in the tax levy 
falls steadily every year,the greater part of 
it escaping taxation. 

The National Senate, which has come to 
be called the Millionaires’ Club looks 
lightly upon all new schemes of taxation, as 
they know they will escape.and they cheer- 
fully propose national subsidies for their 
steamship lines, great increases in national 
expenses, the buying up of bankrupt inter- 
national canals f >r the benefit of the rich 
men who own the stock, and all magnificent 
schemes of emuire generally, and are will- 
ing to let the common, ordinary people foot 
the bills. Taxes can be shifted till tiiey 
get down to the man who works for wages, 
and he has to foot the bills, us the shifting 
process can go no further. 

For this reason the Federation of Labor, 
at its recent session, opposed all the im- 
perial schemes of conquest, as tiiey knew 
thatj whoever maile money out of the.se, 
they would have to pay the bills. It is for 
this reason that tlie imperial policy is not 
ponular among tlie common peoide, ami 
that ali theae arguments about the country 
being ricli and can afford any expensive 
enterprise do not appeal to the real tax- 
payers, Until the system of taxation is re 
formed, and based upon wealth, and not 
upon tile necessities of tlie taxpayer, an 
economiiml admini>tralion of the govern, 
meat is the great necessity. Our real tax- 
payers are fust approaciiing tlie condition 
of tlie overbunieiied people of Euyope, 
where tlie poor are so lieavily taxed that 
tiieir condition is hopeless, us the tux gath- 
erers take all tiiey earn, •exce|>t suflicient 
for tlie barest kind of living. Tiie great 
advantage of tills country has been that 
tlie government was so economi'jally ad- 
ministered, onr expen.ses for an army and 
navy were so small, tiiat no one felt his 
tuxe.-, but that time lias passed aw^y 

If tuxes were based on income, there 
would be no injustice, us all men would be 
treated alike, but whon the iioor man iiays 
a tenth of liis scanty wages to the govern- 
ment, and all the miliionuire pays does not 
amount t<i a iiiucii greater .*.um, tlie wislies 
of the real tux payer slioiild iiuve tiie con- 
trolling inlluence with the government 


TllK NEW I'KOTECTlU.Vl.ST. 

'I'iie .Manufacturers Club of IMiiladelpliiu 
lias long been a rival of onr ilonie .Market 
Club us advocating the liigliest kind of a 
tariff, and it inaintuins an organ called tlie 
.Manufacturer, wliicli regularly used to set 
fortli tlie doctrines of the club. But times 
are cliunging, and the Manufacturer now 
conies out and claims tliut any one is a fo d 
who seriously believed tlie ol<l stock argu- 
ments about foreign pauper labor, and tlie 
iniporter paid the tux and all that. 'I'liis is 
Very ilf-natured. as tlie most extreme free 
trader would allow tliut a man could be- 
lieve tliese stories, which they saw in tiieir 
party organs, without being a fool. But 
tlie -Manufacturer is now converted to the 
idea of reaching out for tlie markets of tlie 
world, us being the real louiidation of 
prosperity, and so it turns upon its friends 
and followers, and insults them fur liuving 
believed its statements in the past. Ah for 
all the old stock arguments about free 
traders being hired by Britlsli (lold, tlie in- 
fluence of tariff upon wages, and all the 
rest of them, the Manufacturer says: 

.Seriously, who believes in any of this 
stuff nowadays’? The protectionist is not 


rtHikonlng with such popular impolenoy 
and Muidility. He believe.*! in his fellow- 
man, and wants to give him a helping 
hann. He does not care what effect It has 
on England or Ireland. He Is not .sure that 
a protective tariff in and of It.self will In- 
crease the wage.s of the workmen. He is 
even inclined to think that less wages and 
profits would do well enough for every 
mail, if it were cheaper to live and there 
were not such extravagant demands upon 
every person from all sides— this without 
being a socialist. He is certain that ”a 
cheap coat” does not necessarily make "a 
cheap man,” but the cheaper the coat the 
better it will be for the wearer. That is 
what we are all trying to do, improve our 
proces.ses. increa.se our effective working 
power, which means. If you please, to 
make things cheaper.” 

This may all be good .sense and good 
policy on the part of the protectionist, but 
what about the people who still take the 
old stock arguments seriously ns a matter 
of faith, and who cannot change their 
opinions .so llglitly ns this high tariff organ 
has done. Protectionism in Amerlea, says 
the Manufacturer, is being put on a scien- 
tific basl.H, but even so, what about the 
honesty of an organ that seems to take 
pride in insulting the intelligence of every 
one who formerly belleveil in Its doctrine, 
by confessing that all the.se things were 
humbugs, and deriding all who were fool- 
ish enough to be taken in by them. 

THE BIGELOW SCHOOL. 

The aldermen spent a good deal of time, 
last Monday evening, discussing the site 
for the new Bigelow school building. 
There is some ground for the Ward One 
residents’ desire to have it nearer their 
homes, although the distance from the 
Underwood school to the Bigelow school is 
so short as to be hardly worth mentioning. 
It could be covered by a moderate walker 
in two minutes, and possibly' less. 

But citizens should not delude themselves 
with the idea that it will only be necessary 
to buy the Howard lot, on the corner of 
Vernon and Baldwin streets, to make room 
for the proposed new building. The pres- 
ent Underwood lot is a very small one, and 
even adding the Howard lot, the proposed 
building would about cover the land, leav- 
ing only a very small space. If any, for a 
play ground. 

It would be the height of folly to place 
80 large a building on so small a lot, and if 
a decision is made in favor of the Under- 
wood lot, a demand will be immediately 
made for the purchase by the city of the 
whole square, bounded by Vernon, Eld- 
ridge, Elmwood and Baldwin streets. 
That would be none too large for the lot, 
and as there is little vacant land in this 
section of Newton, it would give the chil- 
dren a chance for a playground, though 
even then it would not be a very large one. 

Whether this lot would then be any 
larger than the present Bigelow lot we do 
not kno\y, but our impression is that the 
difference is not a very great one. 

Of course the cost of buying out this 
square may be prohibitive, as there are 
seven or eight houses upon it, but the citi- 
zens of Newton should be content with 
nothing less, if that lot is decided upon. 
Placed in the centre of this square the loca- 
tion would be ail ideal one, and possibly 
that is what the advocates of the Under- 
wood lot have in mind, though they do not 
wish to dazzle the public with the whole of 
their scheme, at once, but will bring the 
rest of the proposition in piecemeal. 

Certainly the Underwood lot, even joined 
to the Howard lot, would be absurdly in- 
adequate as a site for such a building as is 
desired by the residents of this part of 
Newton. 


NO MORE BOULEVARDS. 

The hearing on the petition to widen 
Walnut street from Elm road to Beacon 
street brought out a good deal of opposi- 
tion, Monday night, and evidently the citi- 
zens are satisfied with what we have done 
in the way of boulevards, and have no 
wish to proceed further in such expensive 
iiiiprovenieiits, at least at present. 

It was reganled as an entering wedge for 
the widening of Walnut street from New. 
tonville square to Newton Higlilands, which 
was predicted would be asked for when a 
street railway secured a location on the 
street, and for this reason was bitterly op- 
posed by about all tiie residents along the 
street. They did not wish to sacriliee their 
h indsome shade trees, which have taken so 
iiuny years to grow to their present size, 
even for the sake for having a boulevard us 
wide, and also as b^re and bleak as Wash- 
ington street. Of course Walnut street is 
so liij ired by the street railway tijat It is 
not attractive for driving, and the impossi- 
bility of keeping a road in repair with 
street railway tracks in the center makes 
the narrow road each side of tlie tracks 
rougli and uneven, but the residents evi- 
dently had rather submit to the ills they 
have than to run the risk of greater piles. 
Ill this they are wise, for it would take a 
great many yetrs to replace the trees, and 
make tlie surroundings as beautiful as at 
present. 

Besides, to look at the case from tlie 
standpoint of citizens geiieraily, the city is 
ill no condition tinaiiciallylo incur any un- 
necessary expenses, or to make any costly 
improveiiients that can be avoided. We 
have been spending our incoiiie in a lavish 
way, piling up our city debts to foriiiidable 
diiiieiisioiis, and the only tiling to do now 
is to economize and w ait for tiie city to 
grow up to the liiiprcivements we liave al- 
ready made. If a wide boulevard across 
tlie city IS wanted, there is the (’abot park, 
way, which has never been extoiide<l be- 
yond Cabot street, and tlie compietion of 
wliich would open up a great extent of un- 
developed land. '1 liii, liowever, is a mut- 
ter for private enterprise, and tliose direct- 
ly to be benelitted should bear tlie expense. 


It is said tliat since tlie first of last .May 
tlie combined capital of the trusts organ- 
ized in Wall Street roaches tlie enormous 
figure of i<:ii:io,ooo,iN)0. Tffis represents 
largely tlie ’’water” that has been poured 
ill to meet the wislies of tlie maiiipiiiators, 
and the people will be taxed to pay divi- 
dends oil tills watereil stock. 'I'iie trusts 
have seized iiold of about every commodity 
Used by tlie people, and tlie Sliermaii aiiti- 
Trubt law seems to be u dead letter. The 
only remedy our political rulers propose is 
to seize all tlie savageiiMtl half-civilized 
islands tiiey can by any excuse lay hold of, 
and ill tills agitation keep the people from 
lealiziiig how they are taxed. 


Gk.n. SiiATTKit proclaims that he lias a 
very poor opinion of the Cubans, and tlie 
American people have a very poor opinion 


of Shatter, who woa a redlonlous failure as 
a commanding general. But Shatter is a ' 
friend of Alger, and so his views have n 
certain importance as reflecting possibly 
the views of the a Iminlstrailon. When he I 
says “The Cubans are no more fit for self- i 
government that gunpowder Is for h -1’,” I 
It may mean than the chances of the Cu- j 
bans ever being nllow’ed to have an inde- 
pendent government are very remote, ami 
this seems to be what the Imperialists have 
in mind. 


Wai.tiiam is still agitated over that 
street railway to Lexington, and its board 
of aldermen gave another hearing on the 
question on Tuesday night. At the hearing 
it came out that a .syndicate has plans for a 
street railway lino from Waltham, through 
the towns of Weston, Lincoln, Concord, 
Acton, and Littleton to Ayer, where It 
meets a road to Fitchburg, and that the 
money for the enterprise Is all subscribed, 
and early next year they are to ask for a 
location. Evidently the building of street 
railways has only just begun, and all the 
country towns are to have these modern 
improvements. ____ 


Govkiinou Wolcott is rather appre- 
hensive because the debt of the state has 
trebled in the past three yeurs, which is 
certainly a rather remarkable record for a 
conservative state. This piling up of In- 
debtedness is in the air, and is seen all the 
way up from towns and cities to the na- 
tion itself. The national government has 
added over a hundred millions to the na- 
tion’s indebtedness this year, and bids fair 
to do even better the coming year, but 
economy is so unpopular that no public 
man dares allude to the subject, and con- 
fines his attention to providing new ways 
for spending money. 


Aldkkm.vn Knowlton was nominated 
for President of the Board of Aldermen by 
acclamation, at the caucus last evening, 
which is a pretty good testimonial to the 
ability he displayed while acting as tempo- 
rary chairman during several meetings this 
year. Alderman Bally was nominated for 
vice president, and the unanimity of both 
selections augurs well for the success of 
next year’s board. 


Last year the board of health had 1,001 
oases of contagious diseases, and this year 
only 198 up to date. It might be inferred 
from this that the general health of the city 
has marvelously Improved. 


Called to Colgate University. 

Rev. George E. Merrill of the Immanuel 
Baptist church has been elected to the 
presidency of Colgate University at Hamil- 
ton, N. Y., one of the wealthy and flourish- 
ing colleges of the country. The election 
is a great honor, and as the position is one 
of great responsibility. Rev. Dr. Merrill 
is unusually well fitted for such a position, 
from his scholarly attainments and his in- 
terest In higher education. When seen in 
regard to the matter, yesterday. Rev. Dr. 
Merrill ha^l^ot yet decided to accept, and 
he has been given time to consider the mat- 
ter, and confer with the people of his 
church. Newton people would be very 
sorry to lose Dr. Merrill, and for selfish rea- 
sons they would be glad to have him decide 
to remain here, and this is aiso the senti- 
ment of The Immanuel church, where he 
has been a very acceptable and popular 
pastor.

Christmas Rush at Postofflces. 

It has been a busy week at the post, 
oflices. Groaning under their burdens of 
unusual proportions the letter carriers 
have been struggling to deliver the Christ- 
mas packages in addition to the ordinary 
amount of mail matter, since Monday 
morning. In every village an extra carrier 
has been added, and at present the force is 
none too large. 

Nor has all the work fell on the shoulders 
of the uniform wearer.s. Back of the 
stump window in each postoHlue it has 
been a continual case of hustle, and the 
end is not yet in sight. • From early morn- 
ing until closing hours, quantities of bun* 
dies and boxes have been received, stum ped 
and placed in the pouches. 

Tills year has been a record breaker* 
This is the opinion of the Adams and 
American express agents, who have had 
time to tiiink about it. and ut the postoffice 
it goes without saying. 

Yesterday a Gdaphic representative 
canvassed the larger villages. In West 
Newton it was learned that fk) sacks 
of Christmas boxes alone had been 
sent out, while iK) money orders and 77 
registered letters hud been issued; all since 
Monday morning. 

'riie West Newton expressagencles found 
the business a marked increase over last 
year, and like tiie other oflices tliroughoiit 
the city have empio ed uii additional work- 
ing force. 

At the Newtonville postotllce over 80 
sacks were sliipped between .Monday and 
yesterday, 50 foreign money orders issued 
and 75 registered letters. The agency of 
the Adams express reported an average re- 
ceipt o5 S40 worth of business daily. 

At the central postoffice no figures were 
given regarding the number of sucks, but 
75 registered letters and .50 money orders 
bad been issued. The daily receipts ut the 
Adams express office have been 825. 

The Newton postoffice has bundled a 
larger number of sacks, money orders and 
letters than any other two villages com- 
bined. Between Monday morning and yes- 
terday afternoon (JO sucks were despatched. 
75 registered letters and 200 foreign money 
orders issued. 

Tomorrow and Monday tho postofflces 
and express agencies look forward to noth- 
ing but work. They will employ extra 
men, horses and teams, that there will be 
no delay in deliveringall Christinas mutter.

THc PARIS OF TODAY. 


A SnrpeMfifnl 8l<*iro nf the City Wonld 
\ox>’ He IniiMiHMihle. 

The French Imvc licon tnuglit wisdom 
by post cxpcrlnncc, nnd as n result have 
pliinnrd and a few years ago finislied a 
system f)f fortifications round Paris which 
arc iirolialily une(|ualed for the purposes 
for whicli they Mr«3 Intended by any sim- 
ilar fortifieations in the world. 

A well inrnrii ed iiiilltary writer, a mem- 
ber of the general staff of the German 
army, lias glNeiiitas his opinion that a 
successful siege of Paris would bo under 
present conditions an impossible under- 
taking. 

Tlio new fortifications that surround the 
French capital aro some 15 or 20 miles 
from the city and aro connected with 
Paris and with each other by a railway 
system which would cnalilo the French 
commander to quickly mass at one point 
a very large body of men, while the gen- 
eral of the liosieging army, if tic wished 
to prevent the city from obtaining sup- 
plies, and tints shut in the people and the 
army that was ilukViulIng it, would have 
to occupy a line extending over 100 miles, 
nnd honeo rmild not liy any possHilllty 
collect a large iiuinlier of his force at any 
one poll t to resist w ith even a shadow of 
hope an attack of the enemy. 

It required a German army of approxi- 
mately {lOO.OOO men to lay siege to Paris 
from r^ei.t. 10, 1870, to .Ian. 30, 1871, hut 
the authority we refer to i.s fif the opinion 
tliat to repent tliu same operation a Ger- 
man besieging army would have to num- 
ber more lliaii 2,000.000 men, and the 
work of It aintiilning such a force and 
properly handling its parts would l»o 
sometliiiig which few governments would 
oaru to undi rtako and few miliuiry com- 
manders woultl bo able to ofliuiently per- 
form. 

The French have spent upon theso new 
fortlflcat ions an amount variously estimat- 
ed at from £0,000,000 to £10,000,000, and 
hence can well affortl to sell the land oo- 
oupled by some of the now obsolete forti- 
fications of a guncratloD ago. — Pearsou’s 
Weekly.

Tills increase of over $350,(KX»,000 in 
annual taxation must come from tlie com- 
mon people.

state and local taxation, the additional load 
of two weeks’ pay subtracted from the 
annual wages of every workman may 
prove tlie last straw tliat breaks the buck 
of the much-enduring camel. 

Wlien the cuminon people find out tliat 
a policy of military extmnslon ineuns sim- 
ply increased taxation and the use of 
American troops to conquer antipodal 
nations that policy will turn into tiie worst 
boomerang ever pruduceil in all the genera- 
tions of political stupidity.

A Dauj^htcr of the American Revolution 

Martha .May Build Kimball, a “ronl 
daughter” and a member of the Newton 
Chapter Ilf the Daugliter.M of the Ameiican 
Revnlntioii, died at her home in Medway 
Dee to, III the age of to 3 ears and .1 months. 

Mrs. Kimball w ns of distinguished pure 
American lineage of tlie sixth generation 
from .lolin (luibl, w ho came to America in 
pgw, ami is the progenitor o| the iiumerons 
(tuilds in .Massiuliusctts Her greatgrand- 
father was Natlianiid Build, "F^squlre,” 
an eificer in the old Indian wars who died 
111 1774. at the extreme ace of 9i>, “leaving 
««» grandcliililren, tm great gramlohildren, 
and 4 great great grandchildren.” 

Her graiinfather, whom she well remem- 
bered, ns be livKi until she was 10 years 
old, WHS .Major Aaron Build. He had 
served as captain in the French and Indian 
War, at Ticondeioga and elsewhere. He 
took an active part In the battle of Lexing- 
ton, and seived through the revolution os 
major. 

Mr.H. Kimball’s father, Jacob Guild, en- 
listed as n boy of Hi, and “timrehed with 
the northern army” to iSaratoga, was In 
that buttle, and witnessed Burgoyne’s sur- 
render. The music of the batufs on that 
occasion, he said, was the sweetest music 
he ever heard, although he was afterwards 
a life lung member of the Handel and 
Haydn society. Although only a lad the 
records show that he held a corporal’s 
warrant : he lived to a good old age and 
was the great grandfather of Mr. A. C. 
Walworth of Newton. 

Martha May Guild was born in South 
Dedham, now Norwood, on Sept. 10, 180!!, 
in a house standing where Dr. Plimpton’s 
residence now stands. Her early years are 
filled w ith the interesting tales told by her 
father and grandfather, which, no doubt, 
inspired her with the patriotic spirit which 
she exhibited to the last. When a commit- 
tee of the Daughters of the Amorioaii 
Revolution* presen te<l her a year ago, with 
the gold spoon, which is the privileged 
badge of all “real daughters,” she made a 
very neat little speech of acceptance, and 
entertained the ladies with some of the 
revolutionary stories which hud come to 
her at first hand. 

Early in young w'omnnhood, she was fit 
ted for teaching, and for many y'ears made 
it her life w'ork, in which she won enviable 
fame and rare success. Many distinguished 
men and women, within, and far beyond 
the borders of our state, claim her as a be- 
loved teacher, and lovingly’ cherish her 
memory. 

In advanced life she was united in mar- 
riage with Rev. Caleb Kimball, a minister 
of the Congregutionalist faith. Years of 
luu^piness followed, although somewhat 
clouded by the painful blindness of her 
companion, to whom she became, in his 
helplessness, guardian, guide, and com- 
panion. Verily she made “darkness light 
before him, and crooked things straight.” 
Since the death of her companion, a score 
of years ago, she has gently, peacefully,

Possessing a finely 
trained mind, keenly alive to passing 
events; thoroughly conversant with the 

t iages of history, it was a rare treat to sit in 
ler presence, while her beautiful face 
glowed with mingled rays of sweetness and 
dignity ; from her lips poured a current of 
pure English, in sentences as clear out, 
stamped and finished as coins of gold. 

Her religious character w’os retleuted in 
her life. iShe seemed mure like some rare 
presence from the days of Biblical history', 
than of belonging to prosaic modern days. 
Unassuming, coufcIous ot her earthly frail- 
ty. esteeming herself as of little VHine in 
Vineyarder kingdom, with an unfaltering 
trust in her ISaviour, she went down the 
pathway of life that ends in the dark valley 
of the shadow, without fear and without 
regret, as quietly, us peacefully as a child 
fulls a.sleep, unr old friend went away into 
the silenee. 

The eloquent lips forever mute, admonish 
us to 

“'rrcatl lightly, for ’tls beautiful. 

Tim hlue-voincd eyo-liils sleep, 

Hidiug the eye death left so dull, 

Its sluiul>ers wo will keep.” 

Services were held at her late home iu 
Medway, Deo. i:i, conducted by her pastor 
for many years, the Rev. R. K. Harlow. 
The remains were taken to Norwood, 
where Rev. C. F. Weeden uondneted the 
services. She was buried among her kin- 
dred in the old Norwood cemetery’, by the 
side of her father and her grandfather. 

She was earrleil to her last resting place 
by Mr. Walworth’s .sons, her great, great 
nephews, and two little girls attended the 
funeral, wlio were her great, great, great 
nieces, so lung had she outlived her own 
generation, but her sweet memory and in- 
liuenee will reinain witli ail wliu knew her. 

Five years ago, upon the occasion of her 
90ih birthday, she received her friends. 
Among her cullers was her physician. In 
the course of the Interview, she somewhat 
mournfully said: “Four score and ten ! it 
is along, long time! 1 am sure the Lord 
has not forgotten me. Oh, no! but 1 shall 
be of very little value in His Kingdom! 1 
can putieiitly wait tlie Lord’s good tiinq.” 

These remarks and the .scene of the inter- 
view itispired the following lines, written 
five years ago. She very frequently asked 
to have them read to her. They were 
found after her death among her oherished 
treasures.

Nay, 
had the women seen the dying incn iii 
the sand, unsheltered, groaning In the 
last agonies, they would have carried 
the cots if need be— or they would have 
cried till someone else did It, which 
would have done as well. No consider- 
ation ever weighs with a woman when 
anyone she cares for, or Is under oblig- 
ations to, Is hungry or ill. In the 
present war her sympathies w'ould have 
cut the toughest tape that cupidity and 
stupidity could manufacture. 

Moreover, these direct and humane 
proceedings would have been In perfect 
keeping with the policy of the war, 
which was to bo, so everyone was told, 
Q humane war. If, by delaying action, 
the lives of men could be spared, then 
the President and his cabinet, tiio 
special commissioners and all vhe rest 
of Christendom, were agreed that wait- 
ing was the thing. But after the battle.s 
were w'on, after our men had furnished 
examples of heroism never excelled, 
then the actual slaughter began. The 
criminal blunders must be explained of 
course; men In high places will he 
white-washed, “the dignity of the army 
and the government mnst.be maintain- 
ed.” And meantime the dignity of those 
who died unnecessary deaths, keeping 
their patriotism warm in their hex’ ts 
In spite of their betrayal, shall not he 
forgotten. Wha.tever the congres.slo'ial 
Investigation committee may And and 
voice,, the women will never he con- 
vinced that heartless neglect and per- 
sonal greed and incompetency were not 
at the bottom of these fearful deaths by 
slow starvotlcu. They cannot get the 
awful picture of those troopshlp.s with 
their emaciated, despairing heroes from

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THE BIGELOW SCHOOL. 


The new building project for the Bigelow 
school has been referred to the next city 
government, owing to the inability to de 
cide upon a site. The Underwood school 
site is favored by some Ward One people, 
but the fact that three, instead of one, es- 
tates, will have to be bought, if that site is 
chosen, is not dwelt upon by them, al- 
though it certainly is a strong objection 

Then the plan of having ali the schoiars 
In the district under one roof .is condemned 
by educators generally, out of considera- 
tions of healthfulne.ss, and also for the 
comfort of the younger pupils, who are apt 
to be teased and made unhappy by the old- 
er boys. Where kindergartens are in the 
same building with grammar school pupils, 
the younger ones have to be dismissed some 
time before the older ones, so that they 
may get out of the way before the wild 
rush of the crowd comes. Even then there 
is always trouble before school opens, and 
many teachers object strongly to having 
young children in or near the same school 
with larger pupils. 

So much has been said about the Under- 
wood school being so much nearer for the 
Ward One pupils, that perhaps the best so- 
lution would be to retain that site for the 
primary classes and the kindergartens, 
while for children old enough to attend a 
grammar school, the short distance farther 
to the Bigelow school could be no objec 
tion. 

A new building is certainly a necessity. 
The present Bigelow building is an old 
ramshackle affair, a regular fire trap, and 
unfit for school purposes, without repairs 
that would cost at least $20,000. It is a 
wonder that citizens have allowed ils use 
for the last half dozen years. 

In addition it is now crowded to over- 
flowing, and rooms not largo enough for 
forty pupils now have to accommodate fifty 
or more. If there is any increase in the 
number of pupils next year, it is said that 
they can not be admitted to the school, un- 
less some rooms are taken outside. The 
same conditions hold at the Underwood 
school. The system of ventilation is en- 
tirely inadequate, although a great deal of 
money was expended, but most systems of 
tentilution are a delusion. 

Under sucli a condition of tilings it would 
seem that promid action sliould liave been 
taken so tliat the new building could have 
been ready at the opening of the school 
term next fall, but there has been a good 
deal of petty haggling over locations and so 
nothing lias been done. It will take a full 
year to put up a building and it is lioped 
that next year’s board of aldermen will j 
come to a ^peedy decision and get the work 
started a.s soon in the new year us possible. { 


Tiik new.spaper pnblishersof the country j 
are feeling the weight of the Paper 'I'rust, j 
that has been formed witli a cu|iital of , 
and controls most of tlie plants I 
of tlie country, although these plants could j 
be reproduced for 0 , 000 . Buyers of 1 

paper of course liave to pay interest on this ■ 
.$40,000,1 MKi of water, and tlie trust is forcing 
up prices. It cun do til i.>', us iiy tlie i>ingley 
taritr tliere is a duty of $<• |>er ton on print 
paper, and $1.<>7 on wood jiulp. althongii 
for years wo have been exporting paper to ] 
foreign conntrie.x, ami nothing to speak of ; 
has been imported. The duty brings in no j 
revenue, but was put on at the instance of j 
tlie capitali.sts wlio were planning to form 
the trust, and desired to make a good thing 
out of it. 'I’lie duty on pai)**r interferes | 
with tlie printing of cheap books and news- , 
puper.^ and so is a tax on intelligence, and 
us it brings in notliing to the national 
revenue, its only ellc'ct is to enable the 
trust to squeeze inordinate profits out of 
the users of paper. Besides, the wood 
jmlp makers are stripiiing the country of 
I s tree.'^, and destroying our forests, and 
the duty on pulp prevents the importation 
of it from Caiiada or other countries. 'I'he 
.American .Newspaper I’ublishers Associa- 
tion is ligliting to liave the duty repealed, 
but as the 'I'rust lias so many millions to 
put where it w ill do the most good, it is 
iiurdly probable tiiut tile arguments of the 
Newspaper Association will have much in- 
lluence. If tlie duty brouglit in any 
revenue, tliere woul*l be some reason for 
its liuving been laid, but tliere was no ex- 
pectation that it w iuild do this, us we liad 
not only been making all tiie paper used in 
this country for jeurs, but liu<l been send- 
ing paper to Juirope and umlerselling any 
loieign makers in tlieirown markets. 'I'lie 
paper trust is only a sample instance of tlie 
combinations that liave been formed under 
our present taritl to lleece the people. 


'J’lii. death of Senator Morrill of Ver- 
iiiont removes an old-fasliioned statesman 
from tlie new crowd at Washington. He 
had been in public life for 4 i years, and in 
the Senate for 31 years. He earned liis 
puliliuHl liouots by iiu ability and slates- 
niunship, and was a man w hom the people 


felt that they could trust, as he was noted : 
for his consclontlous honesty. He was a ! 
man of the pattern of the early day's of the 
republic, but this made him rather a lone- 
some figure in the crowd of millionaires 
who had bought their way into the Senate, 
and the politicians who had bribed their 
way there, and who had neither .Mr. Mor- 
rill's abil'ty, nor his Incorruptibility, and I 
who had few claims to public confidence. 
Senator Hoar’s tribute was an especially ' 
appropriate one, and it is one which his- | 
tory will confirm. He said ; j 

“I have often cited the fact that ho has : 
been kept in the public service so long by ' 
Vermont as a striking nroof that a free ; 
people are fit to select their rulers and of 
their constancy in support of their best and ; 
greatest men. Mr. Morrill was an admir- I 
able example of the character of an Amer.- | 
can senator. Ho Imd no ambition but the 
ambition to serve the republic. He was a 
man of consummate wisdom. Looking ' 
back o\er his pnhllc service of :« years in ! 
the Senate, and 1*2 years before that in the 
House of Hepreseiitatlves, during one of 
the most stirring and eventfni periods in 
human hi.story, considering his great share 
in shaping the history of our country, it 
will be hard to find an occa.sion where his 
judgment now seems to have been wrong ns 
to any measure or policy of grave import- 
ance. He was absolutely incorrnptiole. 

1 do not speak of corruption by money, 
which is only the vice of vulgar souls, but 
he was not to be swerved by ambition, by 
party inlluence, by desire to please friends 
or by fear of displeasing enemies, or by 
currents of popular passion. Ills death is 
a substantial diminution of the security of 
the republic. At a time when all the old 
landmarks seem about to be destroyeil, 
when the foundations of the great deep 
seem to be breaking up and the old hold- 
ing-ground to be abandoned, how can we 
spare this wise, steadfast, simple-hearted 
lover of his country? He was trained In 
the principles of the founders of the re- 

R ublic, the lives of some of whom his own 
fe overlappe<i.” 


The figures of the census of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, under the 
head of Agriculture, have been issued this 
week, and Newton figures in the list to 
some extent. We produced three calfskins 
at a value of $5, which of course is better 
than nothing. We also produced 2,1*25 
cords of stable manure, at a value of $12,. 
024. Our sheep are not mentioned in the 
list, so probably we had to buy what w’ool 
we used in that year. One would not class 
Newton among the dairy towns, but 4,350 
pounds of butter were made in the city 
limits, but none was exported, as it is put 
down under the heading ’‘for use.” Its 
value was $1,278. In regard to cream, we 
did better and sold 1,022 gallons, keeping 
only a5 for our own use, which seems to 
imply that some of the Newton families 
did not use much of the article. The total 
value of the cream product was $2,060. It 
will .surprise many to find what a great 
milk town Newton is, for we sold 418,873 
gaIIon.s, and used ourselves 63,441 gallons, 
the total value being $184,789. Evidently 
there is money in the milk business, even 
In Newton. We did pretty well with our 
hens, as they laid 37,442 dozens of eggs, at 
a value of $10,312. In fancy eggs and 
game eggs we did nothing, as the everyday 
plain egg seems to satisfy Newton people. 
We also raised 10,480 pounds of poultry, 
worth $1,975. and evidently eggs pay better 
than killing off the fowls. The city did 
not raise any tobacco, and those are all the 
products named in this pamphlet. It is in* 
teresting to glance over the totals, as the 
butter product of the state in ’95 was worth 
two millions and a half,the clieese product, 
$18,470; the cream, $l,011,r)04; milk, $13,- 
704,146; eggs $2,731,271, and poultry $631,- 
796, which is a pretty fair sliowing for Bay 
State cows and hens. 


The great street railway fight in Wal- 
tham is ended an<l tlie Lexington A: Boston 
company has been granted a locution on 
Lexington street, from Main street in Wal. 
tbani to the Lexington line. The Newton 
street railway lias for several years been 
trying to get tliis franchise, but finally liad 
to give it up. By tlie terms « f tlie fran- 
eliise tlie road must be in operation by 
' August Ibt of next year. Lexington street 
j is a ratlier narrow .street, wliidi liasulw’ays 
been iiojiulur witli wheelmen on account of 
its fine, smooth roadbed, but the advent of 
a street railway will probably ruin the 
street for pleasure driving and wheeling, 
unless tlie tracks are placed on the side of 
tlie road. 


Next year promises well in a business 
way, and every one can liope that we have 
seen the last of dull times for many years 
to come. General Prosperity has been a 
long time coining, but following the usual 
rule in the history of the world, liis arrival 
cannot be postponed inuuli longer. Mind 
cure principles w'ork well wlien applied to 
business, and if people only believe tliey 
are liaving good times, they are nsuali}' 
sure of liaving tliem. Tlie stock market 
.seems to indicate a pretty vigorous belief 
in more prosperous times, and business 
generally is said to bo in belter shape tlian 
for years. 


Tin: coni|iIaints about tlie smoke from 
tlie Higii scliool building are deci<ledly in- 
teresting. Many people in Newton would 
find it iimeli clieaiiur to use soft coal, but 
owing to a regard for tlielr nelglibors tliey | 
refrain from doing so. Vet if tlie city is I

diseoiiifort of tlie residents, it is liardly tlie 
riglit example to set. Ttie .soot penetrates 
liouses uinl makes every one dirty and uii- 
comfortable, and if tills example is followed 
g.Mterally, it will ruin tlie city as a desir- 
able idaoe of residence. Tlie matter sliould 
bo investigated ami the trouble corroeted.

SUPKIllNTKNDEXT HYDE OF THE WATER

THAT THE CITY HAS I.OST SEVEIIAI. 

THOl SAND DOLLARS. 

The nnnonnoAient last Saturday that 
Mayor Cobb had asked Horatio Nelson 
Hyde, Superintendent of the Newton Water 
Works, for his resignation, caused a good 
deal of surprise, and it was follotved Tues- 
day night by his arrest, charged with em- 
bezzlement and obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

The announcement was a shook to the 
whole community, that a trusted city 
oMoial should have gone astray, and at first 
people were Incredulous. 

Mr. Hyde has held hls offleo for 20 years, 
and has resided in the city since boyhood, 
his father being a resident of Newton and 
his mother, brother and sister living here. 
Ho was always conslilered perfectly trust- 
worthy and has had the charge of an im- 
portant part of the city’s work and dis- 
bursed a good deal of the city’s money, 
under the old system of paying off, where 
the heads of departments attended to this. 

The principal charge against Mr. Hyde is 
falsifying the pay rolls of the water depart- 
ment. It is alleged that fiotltious names 
were placed on the rolls, on whioh the 
superintendent collected sums supposed to 
be due for labor. It is further alleged that 
signatures on discharge tickets entitling 
laborers to payment tor wages at the office 
of the city treasurer have been presented 
by the superintendent with forged indorse- 
ments. 

Last year certain things made Water 
Commissioner Whitnev suspicious that 
something was wrong in his department, 
and he had kept a sharp look out the pres- 
ent year, but nothing suspicions occurred 
until the middle of the present month, 
when Mayor Cobb was notified and an in- 
vestigation begun. 

Three weeks ago Mr. Hyde appeared at 
the treasurer’s office with two brass 
checks, such as are issued to city laborers, 
entitling them to receive their pay from the 
city treasurer. He infurmeU the paying 
officer that the men were unable to cull at 
City Hall, as they hud obtained jobs at 
wood chopping and could nut affurif to lose 
a clay’s work. Accordingly, he had paid 
them off himself and asked the city to make 
him good. 

The treasury official refused payment 
and put the checks In his pocket. The 
superintendent was informed that the men 
must apply in person. Mr. Hyde appealed 
to the mayor and was met by tpe same 
statement. 

Chief Tarbox made u number of visits to 
former employes of the water department, 
and he is known to have had several inter- 
views with laborers and others whose 
names appear on the pay rolls or disoharge 
tickets of the department. 

Up to the first of the present year it had 
been the custom to allow the superinten- 
dent of the water works to take the pay 
envelopes of the laborers, whose names 
were duly vouched for on the pay roils, 
from the treasurer’s office at City Hall, and 
distribute them among the members of the 
construction gangs in the various parts of 
the city. 

A change was made the first of the year, 
and the paying off of the laborers was left 
to paymaster Byers. On his first round he 
failed to find a number of laborers whose 
pay envelopes he had. Enperintendent 
Hyde informed him that these men were at 
work at Newton Upper Falls, and offered 
to take the envelopes to them. The next 
week their names were not on the rolls. 

As the investigation went on it was 
alleged that large quantities of junk and 
waste belonging to the department Imd 
been collected and disposed of under the 
order.s of the superintendent. 

It was with these allegations that Mayor 
Cobb and Water Cotntnissioner Whitney 
confronted Mr. Hyde Saturday afternoon, 
lie is alleged to liave made no defense, to 
liave broken down completely, and to liave 
made acknowleilgeinent of praoticilly all 
the charge.-*, giving a detailed slatenieiit of 
the transactio;is. 

The amounts alleged to have been secured 
in each of tlie transactions are comparative- 
ly small, but it is estimated at the present 
time that the total will reach $.’>000. 

It was deciiled Tuesday afternoon to ar- 
re.st Mr. Hyde, and at 6 tlie chief and 
Sergt. Purcell drove to Mr. Hyde’s home 
on Crafts street. He was not at home. 
The horse was tied in a sliadow, and tlie 
two officials awaited liis return. At tlie 
supper hour ho appeared. He was placed 
umlor arrest, and wiihout protest lie was 
taken to lieadiinarters. 

Tliere a consultation between tlie mayor, 
Chief Tarhox ami City Solicitor Slocum 
was held. Clerk Whlttle.sey of tlie police 
court was called from liis home and a war- 
rant sworn out. 

An examination of the books and uc- 
connts coming directly under .Mr. Hyde’s 
charge is to be made at once, and on tills 
will depend the exact oliarges to be nuifle. 

In court, Wednesday inornlng, lie waived 
e.xuiniimtion and was put under $l.‘>()u 
bunds for trial at the Superior Court. 

RELEASED 0.\ RAIL. 

In court, Wednesday, .Justice E-l ward 11. 
Mason presided in the ab.sence of .lodge 
Kennedy. The first count charged obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses from the 
city of Newton, alleging specillc-aily secur- 
ing $10.98 from John W. liyeis, pay- 
ma.ster of the city, as pay due Alplion.so 
Nazzio for labor in the water depaiTinent, 
the saiil -Nazzio not being entitled to tlie 
sum named, and not being at tlie time in 
the employ of tlie city. 

Tlie second complaint was similar in its 
nature, tlie names of C. Bowditch Coffin, 
assistant city treasurer, and .Micliael .Mo- 
Closky, laborer, being substituted for tliose 
of Daymaster Byers and .Nuzzio. 

Tiie tliir<l coinplaiiit charged einbe/zle- 
inent from tlie city in the sum of S7j. 'I’lio 
font til also charged eniliezzlemuiit, naming 
lion, lead and copper work belonging to 
tlie city ami valued at $!)0 a.s tlie nroperty 
taken. All tlie complaint.s wore slgneil by 
Fred 'J’.irbox, Cliief of police. 

At the eoncinsloii of the reading, in a 
Ireiiiblliig aii'l ;>ciircelv audible voice, Mr. 
Hyde entered a jilea of not guilty. 

Clerk Wliiltlesey amioiiiiced tliat iirob- 
able cause liu'l been found, and .Mr. Hyde 
was oiflered to recognize witli two sureties 
ill the slim of SirsHi each for liis api)eaiaiico 
at the next session of tlie grand jury. 

•Shortly before noon bail was secoroil, 
ami .Mr. Hyde was leleased. 

A tliorongh expert examination of Hie 
books, wliieli came directly under tlie 
cliurge of tlie Hiiperintendeiit of tliy water 
works, will be begun at once, and on tlie 
result of tliis investigation will in a largo 
degree depend tlie future of tlie case. 

It was announced Wednesday that .Mr. 
Hyde would probably make restitution of 
ilie uniouiit wliicIi tlie city iius lost, and lie 
li.is ulreadv made a stutement to .Mayor 
Cobb which fuinidies informalioii in re- 
;:ur<l to Hie irrugulurities in iiis department 
us far back as IKlMi. 


FREE l.UNCHES FOR EMPLOYEES. 

nin: nnnlnrNM llnnapii 8nvf> linnilredii 
of nollnm Ilnlly That Wnr. 

Many rich corporations In tho down 
town hiiHlness district (Ind it chon per to 
treat their eniployoes to r. substantial froo 
meal in tbo middle of tho day than to al- 
. low them to go out and spend thoir own 
' money for It. Throe of tho larger Insur- 
ance cniiipanles, with big buildings of 
thoir own, several Imnks and a groat tolo- 
graph corporation main tain at oonsldor- 
able expense kitchens, dining halls and a 
ItalT of servants to provide a good lunoh- 
fon for thoir dorks. 

In tho oaso of tho tolograph company, 
whioh foods about 800 poopio a day, a 
nominal sum is ohnrgod, oovoring only 
tho .cost of the food. But with tho Insnr- 
anoo oomiMtnIoa and the banks overything 
Is furnished free. Tho only thing re- 
quired of the omployoo is that ho or sho 
shall not luavo tho building during tho 
Innohoon timo, and that tho usual hour 
bo shortened to ono-hnlf hour. 

This arrangomont Is not prompted by 
motives of philanthropy by nny moans. 
Tho corporation makos money by it, In 
spite of tho largo oxpenso involved. Whore 
several hundred clerks are employed tho 
management of tho working forcobooomos 
a oomplioatod question. If allowcal to go 
out for lunch, thure are suro to bo a groat 
numbor of dolinquonts who do not got 
back within the allotted hour. Tho low 
priced public restaurants aro always ovor- 
orowdod at noon, and the exonso of many 
of the dorks that they oannot got waited 
upon is a valid ono. With many of tho 
mon tho tomptatlon to drink stimulants 
whon they go out for Innohoon is also a 
luattor forconsidoration, but tho saving of 
tho omploycos’ time to the company dur- 
ing working hyurs is tho main factor. 
With the telegraph corporation, fur in- 
stanco, tho total gain of ono-half hour 
from each omployoo every day is unormons. 

With tho Insuranoo oompanios tho om- 
ployoos aro not obliged to nooopt tho com- 
pany Innohoon, but tboro aro very fow of 
thorn who do not tnko advantage of it. A 
good course meal Is served that w’ould 
cost tho clerks far more than they could 
probably afford to spend out of tho build- 
ing. As the oompanios save from $200 to 
$800 worth of time each day they can 
afford to bo liberal. — Now York World. 


FALTERED FOR' AN INSTANT. 


Out That One Instant llnd Given 
Mnrlhoronirh Victory. 

At 6 o’clock Marlborough launched tbo 
great attack. Slowly at first, but gather- 
ing momentum as they advanced, tho 
long lines of horsemen came 011 . Tho air 
was full of tho clangor of scabbard on 
stirrup. Tho squadrons wore just stretch- 
ing thumsdves out Into a gallop ns they 
reached tho summit of tho ridge when 
they wore smitten by the fire of tho 
French infantry and artillery. So deadly 
and close was tho volley that tho lending 
squadrons wont down before It, and for a 
fow wild minutes, under tho oaiiopy of 
whirling smoke, Marlborough’s horsemen 
wore In fierce onufnsion. 

That was tho nioment for a oountor- 
stroko! Tallnrd saw it and gave tho word 
to his cavalry to charge. They w’cro more 
numerous than tho British, yet they fal- 
tered.

Thu municnt of possible victory 
vanished, and over tho crest, with bent 
heads and wind blown crests, tho gleam 
of a thousand swords and tho thunder of 
innuiucrablu galloping hoofs, came tlio 
British cavalry. 

Tallard’s center was broken as with tho 
stroke of a thunderbolt! Hls infantry 
was swept into ruins, his cavalry hurled 
into disordered llight and his army fairly 
out in twain. Ills left wing fell back, 
fighting desiieratcly, but his right, the 
elite of his army, was hopules.sly shut up 
in Blenhuim itself. As iiiglit fell Marl- 
borough drew bis lines closely round tho 
village. Webb, with the Queen's regi- 
ment, blocked ono aveiuiu of escape, and a 
cavalry force — ono regiment of which con- 
sisted of Sects grays— guarded tlie other. 
Tho Fronoli general In cuiiiiiiand of Bleii- 
beini, believing tho situation to be des- 
perate, ignobly abandoned his men and 
tried to swim Ills horse across the Daiiubu 
and was very properly drowned in the at- 
tempt.— Cornhlll.

Bad habits of bn’atlilng aro common i 
among both the sick and the well. With { 
many tho dally ocoupat Ion favors a stoop- 
ing posture and sedentary habits— a cotn- 
bination favorahio to lung disease. Book- ! 
keepers, clerks and other Indoor workers ; 
must guard against a habit of short, shal- | 
low breathing and a ohronlo stoop Those 
Indicate Infallibly an Insnfllolent expan- 
sion of tho lungs. Hapid and shallow 
breathing Is strictly unhygienic. It loaves 
a great portion of tho lungs entirely un- 
used aud part of tho air In them unchang- 
etl. Deep breathing strengthens and In- 
creases tho muscles of tho chest and tho 
abdomen. Tho nhdominnl musolo directly 
overlies the Intestines, and Its motion 
stiinnlatcs tho whole digestive apparatus, 
thus oontrlbnting to its healthful activity. 

Persons who occasionally or continually j 
suffer from cough should toko pains to 
cultivate deep hretithlng. Almost all such i 
persons- breathe Improperly. In many 
oases lack of lung power is inherited; In 
others, habit or oconpatlon plays an nnfa- 
vornblo part; In not a few Instances a 
fear of tho lungs being delloato sniiorln- 
dnoes a habit of shallow breathing, from 
nn erroneous idea that the lungs aro in 
this way favored. j 

The health of nn organ depends largely ! 
upon a proper exercise of its functions j 
DLsoases of tho lungs, of a chninio nature ' 
espi>clally, are often wholly, always par- 
tially, chargeable tonn unhygienic method 
of breathing Tho part of the lungs most 
likely to become nffeotiHl with disease is 
tho apex, or uppermost portion The reason 
fur thl.s lies in tho fact that this part of ' 
tho lung is fully expanded only on taking ! 
a deep inspiration In many persons this 
part of tho lung is therefore seldom ex- ■ 
panded; its function is impaired and it I 
falls more more readily n prey to dlsejiso. i 

Tight olotliing is o.speclally liarmful ■ 
about tho neck aud shoulders, and in this | 
respect men err ns often as woii'.en A i 
tightly con.-itrictotl waist, wlillo limiting ' 
free respiration, is perhaps not so harmful ' 
to tho lung.s as to other adjacent organs j

••LOBSTERIN.” 

A Profltahle Indnstry-. Thoavli mill* 
rnit to l-'olloxT. 

Olio of tho iiirnt prollt.ildo liidustrlos 
down on tho const of .Maino is "lobster- 
lu." It Is a laborious occupation, and 
those wim follow it liavo to endure much 
hardship and exposure and many perils 
fnmi the sea. I.sd>ster8 are caught on rooky 
linttom lu "traps" or "pots," which are 
made of lilekory saplings after tho fashion 
of a crockery crate. At tho two Hiuall 
onds holes art' arranged with spikes of 
flexllde wood running to a focus, so that 
the lobster, tempted to outer by a bait 
hung from the center, finds It Impossiblo 
to get out. Tile most oommon lialt art' 
ootillsh heads and fish which aro too plen- 
tiful and unpopular to ho salablu in mar- 
ket. Tho pots are sulmiergiMl in two or 
three fathoms of water with stono sinkers, 
and their location marked by short logs 
of wood fastened to thorn by ropes and al- 
lowwl to float on tho surface. 

Twice a day, at sunrise and sunsot, t^o 
pots are visited, and the lolisters aro taken 
out and thrown into a chest in tho boat, 
with a lot of senweetl to keep thorn fresh 
and give thetn "something to chaw on.” 
After tho pots liavo all boon oniptlod the 
lobsters aro all taken to a largo "float,” 
at some convenient spot, where they are 
transferred to a tank and kept until called 
.^or. 

Lohstorers who aro oonvonlont to towns 
■ell most of thoir catch in tho local mar- 
ket. Those who aro working at distant 
and Isolated spots along the coast aro vis- 
ited every week or ton days by tugs fitted 
up with largo tanks or reservoirs, oapablu 
of holding from 10,000 to 16,000 lobsters. 
Those vessels patrol regularly up and 
dhwn tho coast, and when thoir tanks aro 
full drop in at Boston or Now York and 
unload. 

The life of the lobstcrer Is lonely as well 
as dangerous. Ho generally lives alone in 
a cabin on a rooky Island, cooks his own 
meals of fish and bacon and spends bis 
days catching bait for his traps. Nearly 
all of thoiu iiavo lobster "farms," whero 
tho undersized lobsters and thoso with 
spawn aro imprisoned In salt water ponds 
to grow and lircod. Tho law protects tho 
tralllo hy imposing a heavy fine upon tho 
salo of small ones. — Chicago Record.

Wo hear a good deal about tho niitl- 
advcrtisiiig ethics of tho modical profes- 
sion, hut we seldom stop to think of tlio 
vast amount of advertising that every 
physician secures for himself, ethics or no 
othics. His ever attending moilicino ou.se, 
if ho walks, or his distinctively ‘‘doctor’.s 
rig,’’ if ho drives, proclaims his profession 
to all who aro within seeing distanoo. Hu 
is a constant and persistent advurtisoment 
of himself. In w’hatevor capacity ho may 
live, move and have his being, ho is pur- 
uiltted to prefix his advertising title to his 
name and ho always and everywhere 
know'll as "Dr.” On tho street, at tho 
club, in tho lodporoom, in society, ho 
never sinks to tho level of plain “Mr.” 
Ho is novor separated from his standing 
ad. 

If tho physician buys a house or is eloot- 
0<l a director of a oorporation, it is alwny.s 
as "Ur." Smith. If he is a deacon in tho 
church, nobody over thinks of saying ; 
‘‘Deacon’’ Smith. Ho is ‘ Dr.” Smltli | 
oven when ho passes tho broad and wluo. 
To strangers ho is always introduced by 
bis title, and his friends and acquaint- 
ances "Dr." him from morning until 
night. It is ‘‘Good morning, doctor!” 
‘‘Fine day, doctor!” “Good evening, doc- 
tor!’’ "Howd’y, doctor!" or just plain 
"Hollo, doc!" day In and day out. Evon 
his wife addresses him hy his profossional 
bnndlo ami in company novor fails to refer 
to him as "tho doctor." 

Thus tho physician gets for nothing a 
quantity of advertising that would cost 
any business man a small fortune. Even 
the newspaper, whose columns ho does not 
deign to iiBu in a business way, aUvays 
mentions him us "Dr.” Smith and gives 
him hundreds of dollars’ worth of pub- 
llolty without money and w’ithout price. 
It is as if ho went through life wearing a 
big placard, "I am a physician.” It is 
impossible for anyone to know him, meet 
him or bear of him without learning of 
his profes.slon. — Printers’ Ink.

Compensations of the War. 

[Kx-Gov. Boutwells before the Boston Congre- 
gational CIul).] 

"We have exteued our system of taxation 
untif we have levied upon more than a ma- 
jority rf the available subjects of taxation, 
and we have increased the public debt in 
the sum of hundreds of millions. Our cur- 
rent expenses are in excess of the revenues 
at the rate of $1.50,1)00,000 a year. Our pen- 
sion rolls Iiave been lengthened to the end 
of the first half of the next century, and we 
are threatened with a permanent increase 
of tlie army and tlie navy at a cost of $150,- 
000,000 a year. 

"It is a matter of minor importance that 
the supremacy of the Republican party has 
been put in peril, but to some of us such au 
event is no slight catastrophe. 

"What are our compensations? 

“The miseries of Cuba that were the oc- 
casion of tiie war have not been relieved, 
and the sum of them has been multiplied 
many times over within the limits of the 
United States. 

"While we are not to undervalue the 
achievements of the navy and the army at 
Manila, at Santiago and at San Juan, they 
are but slight compensation for the sa- 
orilices and sufferings incident to the war. 

"It is a boast that Hie war has cemented 
the union, and that the south has shown its 
capacity in w’ar. The union was compacted 
and linn when the war opened, and faith in 
our form ut government has been lessened 
rather than strengthened by the events of 
the war, us indicated in the opinion of Eu- 
rope that our system is about to undergo 
an urgantiu change. 

"We did not need a war to demonstrate 
the courage and skill of the south. When 
an English sympathizer with the south 
said to Mr. Charles Francis Adams, then 
our minister at London, ‘The confederates 
light well.’ ‘Y’es’ said Mr. Adams, ‘they 
are brave men; they are my countrymen.’ 
The opinion of Mr. Adams was indorsed 
universally. The south has added nothing, 
it cun add nothing, toils standing in the 
quality of courage In war. 

"Finally, all the events of this war 
culminate in this: The fonnaations have 
been laid on which may be set up— I 
borrow the language of Mr. Choate, of Mr. 
Rufus Choate— on which may be set up ’the 
frowning arch of a ranged empire.' ”

There IR Buclt a pervorted ImproR.slon In 
the popnlnt; mind about the iiutnal nrcHo 
comlitionR that I always flml Itdilllunlt to 
i.nprcss niy listonora with a real knowl- 
idgo of polar phonotnena. The snrronntl- 
lugs aro. of course, wild onongh to satisfy 
tho most savage longings, but it must not 
bo Inferred that tho tomiwrntnre of tho 
air Is always below zero, nor that tho land 
Is completely burled by perennial snow, 
nor that the sen Is always covered by 
paleocrystle Ice (loos or mountnlnons ice 
masses. During tho low arctic night such 
conditions aro fairly constant, but for 
much of tho year the gonial rays of tho 
sun aro felt. 

Onr headquarters (tho first Peary ex- 
pedition) In 181U worn pitched on tho 
northwest coast of Oroonland, near the 
sovcnty-clghth parallel of Intltudo, which 
is about midway between tho north polo 
and the Arctic eirolo. In this Intltudo tho 
seasons aro briefly ns follows: 

A long nightless snmmor day of nearly 
four months and an extended dayloss win- 
ter night of nearly four months. Those 
periods aro separated from each other by 
a season of ndvanolug night during tho 
autumn when the sun gradually recodes, 
but reappears for a shorter period every 
succeeding day, until It finally remains 
below tho horizon on Oot. 26. In tho 
spring there is a similar period, but It is 
tho dawn of tho coming day. Tho sun 
reappears on Feb. 14. It first romalns 
only a few minutes, but each succeeding 
day It rises higher and sweeps more of tho 
southern sky, until about May 1 It re- 
mains abpvo tho horizon, and thon tho 
long arctic day with its silvery glory be- 
gins. 

Tho speclflo effects of cold and darkbess 
and light are difficult of analysis, more so 
among tho mem hors of our party than 
among the native people, and aninmls 
Tho effect of i.solatlmi, of change of food, 
clothing and habits of life, is so potent 
that any physical or mental peculiarities 
must necessarily Include these elements. 

Tho withdrawal of heat Is so gradual 
that tho animal organismB have an oppor- 
tunity to protect theniHolvos. During tho 
summer (the only time when the extroiuo 
north Is iiccesslhle) tho (einporature and 
some of the nioteorolugical conditions are 
much like our March and April weather. 
Incredihlu myriads of birds In summer 
plumage, fresh from the temperate zone, 
now congregate on tho off lying islands 
and moss covered rocky cliffs, but with 
the first warning of tho polar night, us tlie 
sun drops below tho southorn sky, they 
quickly emigrate to a more oongenini 
land, leaving apparently lifoloss tho cold 
shores which have been nnlinatod by their 
wild shrills of love and joy. Their powers 
and instincts aro such tiiat they have only 
to seek tho lands which are best adapted 
to their manned of living. Mai y of tho 
forms of sea life aro able to do tho same, 
but men and all other land nnln ids must 
remain and become adapted to tho chang- 
ing conditions. 

Tho polar bear changes his fur during 
the sninmor to protect him from the ex- 
pected cold next winter, but life is to him 
an awful struggle during the long night. 
Novertlieloss ho early develops an ability 
to fast for prolonged periods, which Is a 
faculty possessed by all the other arctio 
land life, 'iho nearly complete covering 
of tho sea by the winter ice deprives him 
bf his occnstonied source of food; hence 
he must either bibernat-e or find his way 
far our- over a lifeless sea of ice to tiio 
open water, where varying fortunes may 
put him in possession of an unwary 
meal. But with all bruin’s ingenuity and 
hard earned adaptability long periods of 
fuminu aro always before him. 

Thu native people, like the animals, 
have evolved a system of lifu and adiipta 
tion to their habitat which oould not bo 
much inipriVed by civilized aid They are 
able to wltlisiand long periods of fumino, 
like the deer and bear, with no apparent 
injury, except a loss of liodily weiglit. 
Their cutaneous circulation is always pro- 
fuse. The iiiuscnlur outlines aru largely 
obliterated by an envelopment of (Ibro 
fatty tissue like timt of tho seal and wal- 
rus. The Intestinal capacity is greatly in- 
creased to afford greater surfaco for tlie 
absorption of nitrogenous and fatty foods. 

I sliall always rumemher our camps 
whllo traveling over tlie trackless wastes 
of snow’ during tliis period, piirticularly 
the stonily scenes. Wo undressed in tlio 
open air, crept into our sleeping bags and 
with a rare dtliglit stretched out upon tho 
virgin Helds of snow for a long sleep. 
TTiero was notliing but tlio high blue sky 
above us and often there were many hun- 
dred feet of snow and icu lieiieatli us. At 
first, after reclining, wo were nearly stiff 
from enid, but tills was soon followed by 
a glowing reaction, when we were con- 
scious of lionndltig streams of lieat.d 
blood sent throlibing tlirmigh tense artor- 
ies. Wu felt doubly tho wild pleasures of 
prlmltlvu life, as wu heard tlio roaring 
storms and felt the snow eliarged winds 
blasting against our protected bodies. 

Snell storms always brouglit us to sharp 
uonsclonsncss of tiiu superb aiiliiml com- 
fort, us comforts go in the arctic. All of 
this served to uiiliunuo our admiration fur 
the wonderful luuchunisius of tho human 
body. Notliing could bring one to a keener 
realization of tills than our ezpuriu/icu. 
To feel tho lieurl force heat and life to tho 
surfaco whilu rusting over and somutimus 
under a blanket of protecting t*now’ is to 
fuel tlie electric glow whicli for tho want 
of a butter term wu call lifu. 

Ill eonclnsiun 1 wish to umpliaaizu the 
fact that it is not tho low temperuturu of 
thuurcilu from wliicli uxplorcis suffer. Il-

I Through the liberality of Mr. and Mrs. 

, Dennison and some of their friends, a chil- 
dren’s ward has been built and furnished 
at the Newton liospital, but every bed is 
vacant! 

Why so? If ail the small boys and girls 
are well, and if none of tiiem have injuries 
to* body or limb we may well be glad that 
tho new ward l.s not in use. As a sort of 
klnderhealthometer” it would then be In- 
dloating an excellent condition of the ju- 
venile portion of onr city. I fear, how- 
ever, that the beds aro vacant for very dif- 
ferent reasons. 1. Beoause Newton peo- 
ple in general do not know that we have 
now In onr city a children’s hospital which 
is unsurpassed in facilities and which will 
be equal in its management to the other de- 
piirtmonts ot this deservedly popular insti- 
tution. We have a fully qualitied chil- 
dren’s head nurse and assistants, and 
specialists in children’s diseases and acci- 
dents. Nothing better can be found else- 
wliere. 2. Another reason mav be that 
the interest of many lovers of children has 
not yet been aroused for this children’s 
ho.spital as for other like institutions, 'rhis 
department Is a sort of younger child in 
tile family affection, for it has to grow. 
Without asking any one to think less of 
other hospitals for children in which they 
have been interested, it is hoped that phy- 
sicians and others will consider how good 
and how near this place is, and how worthy 
it is of their attention. 3. Another reason 
may be the reluctance many parents liave 
to transferring a sick or injured child to 
the care of strangers. No one can com- 
plain of that; but, at the same time, when 
tho question comes, “Will not tho child get 
well sooner and bn better cared for in the 
hospital ?’’ that reluctance is overcome. In 
many homes besides those of the poor there 
are children who would be far better off 
on the beds of the children’s hospital. 
Their parents would be doing them tho 


greatest kindness by placing them hero for 
a few weeks’ treatment. Nothing to pre- 
vent parents seeing them every day if 
necessary, and the family doctor oould be 
employed to treat the little patients there 
just as well as at home. The ptiysicians in 
our city, to whom the hospital is already so 
greatly liuIebtHd, can now be especially 
helpful by making known the provlslon.i 
made herb in Newton for the care and 
treatment of sick and injured cliildren.

$1(1,923 for current expenses, $’2156 for High 
school furnishings, and $364 for furnisu- 
ings fur the Adams school.

S. J. Reeves, conduetor on tlie Watertown 
line;Chas. McLellun. linesman, and Alex- 
ander McLelliiii, ussi.staiit engineer. The 
fortunute men were clieered by their coni- 
ludes, undMr. Parker said he honed tiiat 
the others would all be entitled to the 
honor in the rnture. Otlier speeches were 
made, and after a very pleasant social time 
tlie meeting broke up at four o'clock, and 
the men took tlie cars whicli were in wait- 
ing for their homes.
